This  is  the  final  response  to  your  Freedom  of  Information  Act  (FOIA)  request  to  the  Department 
of  Homeland  Security  (DHS),  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA).  You 
submitted  a  FOIA  request  dated  November  1, 2017  to  the  DHS.  The  DHS  received  your  request 
on  November  2,  20 1 7.  On  December  8,  20 1 7,  your  request  was  transferred  to  and  received  by 
the  FEMA.  The  request  was  acknowledged  by  this  office  on  December  21 , 2017.  As  it  relates  to 
your  request  (201 8-FEFO-00279),  you  are  seeking  a  copy  of  the  following  records  from  January 
20,  2017  through  the  date  the  search  is  conducted: 

1 .  All  records  reflecting  any  actual  or  projected  expenditures  for  renovations  (including 
remodeling  or  changes  to  decor)  of  any  part  of  the  office  suites  (including  foyers,  waiting 
rooms,  conference  rooms,  adjacent  hallways,  or  other  common  areas)  for  any  individuals 
in,  or  acting  in,  Senate-confirmed  (PAS)  positions  at  your  agency;  and, 

2.  All  communications  relating  to  actual  or  potential  renovations  (including  remodeling  or 
changes  to  decor)  of  any  part  of  the  office  suites  (including  foyers,  waiting  rooms, 
conference  rooms,  adjacent  hallways,  or  other  common  areas)  for  any  individuals  in,  or 
acting  in.  Senate-confirmed  (PAS)  positions  at  your  agency. 

On  August  23,  2018,  a  total  of  626  pages  were  released  in  full  and  191  pages  were  partially 
released  in  response  to  your  request.  1’his  production  did  not  include  duplicate  pages. 

We  have  conducted  an  additional  review  of  our  prior  release.  For  this  final  release  (November 
20,  2018),  FEMA  reviewed  891  pages  of  records,  which  include  duplicate  pages,  located  during 
a  search  of  FEMA’s  Office  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  and  FEMA's  Office  of  the  Chief 
Counsel.  Please  note  that  the  inclusion  of  duplicate  pages  within  this  production  changes  the 
page  count  from  our  prior  release.  Within  this  production,  I  have  determined  that  883  pages  of

the  records  are  releasable  in  their  entirety  and  8  pages  are  partially  releasable  pursuant  to  Title  5 
U.S.C.  §§  552(b)(5)  and  (b)(6),  FOIA  Exemptions  5  and  6. 

FOIA  Exemption  5  protects  from  disclosure  those  inter-  or  intra-agency  documents  that  are 
normally  privileged  in  the  civil  discovery  context.  The  three  most  frequently  invoked  privileges 
are  the  deliberative  process  privilege,  the  attorney  work-product  privilege,  and  the  attorney-client 
privilege.  After  carefully  reviewing  the  responsive  documents,  we  determined  that  portions  of 
the  responsive  documents  qualify  for  protection  under  the  following  privilege(s): 

•  Deliberative  Process  Privilege 

The  deliberative  process  privilege  protects  the  integrity  of  the  deliberative  or 
decision-making  processes  within  the  agency  by  exempting  from  mandatory 
disclosure  opinions,  conclusions,  and  recommendations  included  within  inter¬ 
agency  or  intra-agency  memoranda  or  letters.  The  release  of  this  internal 
information  would  discourage  the  expression  of  candid  opinions  and  inhibit  the 
free  and  frank  exchange  of  information  among  agency  personnel. 

•  Attorney  Work-Product  Privilege 

The  attorney  work-product  privilege  protects  documents  and  other  memoranda 
prepared  by  an  attorney  in  contemplation  of  litigation. 

•  Attorney-Client  Privilege 

The  attorney-client  privilege  protects  confidential  communications  between  an 
attorney  and  his  client  relating  to  a  legal  matter  for  which  the  client  has  sought 
professional  advice.  It  applies  to  facts  divulged  by  a  client  to  his  attorney,  and 
encompasses  any  opinions  given  by  an  attorney  to  his  client  based  upon,  and  thus 
reflecting,  those  facts,  as  well  as  communications  between  attorneys  that  reflect 
client-supplied  information.  The  attorney-client  privilege  is  not  limited  to  the 
context  of  litigation. 

FOIA  Exemption  6  exempts  from  disclosure  of  personnel  or  medical  files  and  similar  files  the 
release  of  which  would  cause  a  clearly  unwarranted  invasion  of  personal  privacy.  This  requires  a 
balancing  of  the  public’s  right  to  disclosure  against  the  individual’s  right  to  privacy.  The  privacy 
interests  of  the  individuals  in  the  records  you  have  requested  outweigh  any  minimal  public 
interest  in  disclosure  of  the  information.  Any  private  interest  you  may  have  in  that  information 
does  not  factor  into  the  aforementioned  balancing  test.

l  just  met  with  Rachael  Weatherly  and  Zohar  Amin  regarding  the  OA  suite.  After  discussing  with 
Oessadra  and  the  workload  in  the  Division  and  Branch,  we  have  decided  you  will  be  the  lead  on  this 
project.  I  know  you  have  a  lot  on  your  plate  and  the  fact  this  is  high  visibility,  I  will  expect  you  to  tap 
others  for  suggestions  and  help  as  necessary.  You  are  free  to  work  with  both  Rachael  and  Zohar 
regarding  this  and  I  would  like  you  to  at  least  touch  base  with  them  Thursday  or  Friday. 

While  I  have  seen  various  rough  drawings  floating  around,  we  first  need  to  discuss  how  to  achieve  the 
requirements.  Rachel  and  Zohar  told  me  the  primary  requirements  are  to  change  the  flow  of  the  OA 
suite: 

1,  Currently  the  acting  FI  leaves  the  suite  without  the  reception  area,  his  senior  advisors  and  the 
COS  being  aware  of  his  leaving  the  suite. 

2.  COS  not  having  direct  line  of  sight  to  FI  office  and  not  knowing  who  has  entered  either  the  FI  or 
F2  offices,  and  when  they  depart  from  their  offices  and  the  suite. 

3.  Personnel  sitting  in  the  seats  in  the  reception  area  and  seeing  directly  Into  the  Fl  office. 

4,  Fl  senior  advisors  sit  outside  F2  area  and  not  Fl  area. 

Need  to  develop  COA  with  short  term  solution  or  long  term  solution.  For  instance,  putting  frosted  glass 
on  Fl  office  could  protect  his  privacy  from  the  waiting  area.  Is  there  concern  with  Fl  being  overheard  in 
the  reception  area  when  he  is  in  his  office?  Should  the  door  Mr.  Fenton  uses  to  sneak  out  of  the  suite 
be  eliminated?  Would  this  create  an  egress  issue?  Should  the  reception  area  be  moved  to  side  where 
F2  and  COS  sit  and  the  Fl  Senior  Advisors  be  moved  to  the  current  reception  area?  I'm  not  suggesting 
these  as  the  COAs,  we  need  to  explore  every  option. '  If  David  or  Matt  have  things  they  feel  should  be 
considered,  I  expect  them  to  offer  those  suggestions  to  you  so  we  have  lots  of  options  to  consider. 

Please  plan  on  briefing  Sydney  and  me  next  Thursday  on  all  the  possible  COAs.  Any  questions?

BLUF:  DC05  sent  an  email  today  saying  this  is  due  today. 

I  have  made  your  suggested  changes  to  the  paper.  See  the  attached. 

When  Kevin  Yusrnan,  Tyrone  Nunnatly,  Brian  Cavanaugh  (External  Coordination)  and  1  met  with  the 
DCOS  and  Zohra,  there  were  two  requests  made. 

Request  one:  Provide  the  notification  process.  Brian  Cavanaugh  had  been  researching  this  and  indicated 
he  would  provide  to  the  DCOS  the  process  for  approval.  Kevin  Yusrnan  had  also  coordinated  this  with 
James  Reistrup  the  OCFO  OCC  assigned  OCC  representative. 

Request  two:  Using  the  concept  drawing  Zohra  claimed  existed,  l&l  would  develop  a  cost  estimate.  We 
asked  Zohra  if  she  had  a  copy  of  the  concept  drawing  but  she  could  not  locate  it.  Tyrone  checked  with 
the  l&l  staff  and  there  had  been  several  concept  drawings  presented  to  Zohra  and  the  COS  previously 
that  were  rejected.  Because  we  had  only  concept  drawings  that  were  already  disapproved,  we 
discussed  the  requirements  and  had  Marcus  Little  develop  a  concept  draft.  This  was  provided  to  the 
DCOS  for  signed  approval  today.  This  seemed  to  have  kicked  off  the  email  chain. 

We  have  provided  a  ROM  in  the  paper  and  have  sent  the  concept  draft  to  GSA  and  Donahoe  for  pricing 
estimates.  We  expect  they  will  only  provide  a  design  estimate  and  will  not  provide  anything  further 
until  design  is  complete. 

A  third  request  came  today  in  the  email.  To  provide  the  design  and  construction  process.  We 
responded  by  developing  the  Microsoft  Project  schedule  that  Is  attached.

Purpose:  The  FEMA  Office  of  the  Administrator  has  submitted  a  requested  to  redesign  the  FEMA 
Administrator’s  Suite. 

Background:  The  current  FEMA  Administrator’s  suite  was  designed  and  built  in  2013.  The  cost  to 
build  out  the  8,h  floor  north  space  was  $1 ,6M,  including  the  FEMA  Administrator’s  suite. 

Issues:  The  following  issues  with  the  current  suite  configuration  have  been  reposted  by  the  Office  of  the 
Administrator: 

•  FEMA  Administrator’s  Senior  Advisors  sit  outside  the  FEMA  Deputy  Administrator’s  office,  not 
the  FEMA  Administrator’s  office. 

•  Visitors  waiting  in  the  reception  area  for  the  FEMA  Administrator’s  suite  can  see  directly  into  the 
FEMA  Administrator’s  office. 

•  The  Chief  of  Staff  docs  not  have  direct  line  of  sight  to  see  who  has  entered  the  FEMA 
Administrator’s  or  Deputy  Administrator’s  offices. 

Project  Request:  Estimated  Rough  Order  of  Magnitude  S700K  =  $25K  design  and  S675K  construction* 

•  Relocate  FEMA  Administrator’s  and  Deputy  Administrator’s  offices  to  the  current  bullpen  area 
(FEMA  Administrator’s  suite  concept  drawing  attached;  approved  by  Deputy  Chicr of  Stall) 

•  Relocate  FEMA  Administrator’s  conference  room  area  to  current  FEMA  Administrator’s  office 
space. 

•  Relocate  FEMA  Administrator’s  and  Deputy  Administrator’s  bullpen  area  to  Deputy 
Administrator’s  office  space. 

•  Relocate  FEMA  Administrator’s  bathroom. 

Limiting  Factors:  Pub.  L.  110-161  (121  Stat  2022),  Section  713  provides:  “During  the  period  in  which 
the  head  of  any  department  or  agency,  or  any  other  officer  or  civilian  employee  of  the  Federal 
Government  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  holds  office,  no  funds  may  be  obligated  or 
expended  in  excess  of  $5,000  to  furnish  or  redecorate  the  office  of  such  department  head,  agency  head, 
officer,  or  employee,  or  to  purchase  furniture  or  make  improvements  for  any  such  office,  unless  advance 
notice  of  such  furnishing  or  redecoration  is  expressly  approved  by  the  Committees  on  Appropriations. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the  term  "office"  shall  include  the  entire  suite  of  offices  assigned  to  the 
individual,  as  well  as  any  other  space  used  primarily  by  the  individual  or  the  use  of  which  is  directly 
controlled  by  the  individual.” 

OCC  has  reviewed  the  statute  and  findings  by  GAO  on  its  application.  Renovations  exceeding  $5,000 
without  prior  notification  to  and  approval  from  Congress  violate  the  statute.  The  current  draft  plan 
exceeds  $5,000  in  costs.  Accordingly,  prior  to  beginning  any  work  on  the  proposed  project,  FEMA,  in 
conjunction  with  DHS,  must  notify  Congress  and  seek  approval  of  the  overall  project. 

Timeline: 

1.  Notification:  Coordinated  by  OCFO,  Office  of  External  Coordination  (POC:  Katrina  Brown) 
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•  FEMA  Office  of  External  Coordination  collects  a  Congressional  Notification  Brief  from  the 
Program,  including  a  budget  breakdown,  and  submits  to  DHS  for  review  and  concurrence,  DHS  then 
submits  to  DHS  Financial  Assistance  Policy  and  Oversight  and  Office  of  Management  and  Budget 
for  their  review/clearance.  Upon  clearance  from  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  and  DHS  Chief 
Financial  Officer,  DHS  transmits  the  notification  of  the  award  date  or  disapproval  to  the 
Appropriations  Committees  and  FEMA  Office  of  External  Coordination.  This  process  typically  take 
several  days  or  up  to  a  week  for  final  clearance. 

2,  Project  Schedule  (Attached):  Coordinated  by  OCAO,  Installations  and  Infrastructure  (POC: 
Gerard  Kane) 

•  The  Project  schedule  can  be  initiated  upon  notification  of  the  award  date 

•  Budget  and  Administrative:  60  days 

•  Space  Planning  (Design  Phase):  88  days 

•  Construction:  43  days 

•  Final  Inspection:  1  day 

Total  time  required  following  Congressional  approval:  192  days

Purpose:  OCAO  has  been  requested  to  redesign  the  F  l  suite. 

Issues:  The  current  configuration  has  the  following  issues  needing  mitigation: 

1.  FI  senior  advisors  sit  outside  F2  area  and  not  FI  area. 

2.  Personnel  who  are  waiting  in  the  seats  in  the  reception  area  can  see  directly  into  the  FI 
office. 

3.  COS  does  not  have  direct  line  of  sight  to  F 1  office  and  does  not  know  who  has  entered 
the  F I  or  F2  offices. 

Background: 

The  current  FI  suite  was  designed  and  built  In  2013.  The  cost  to  build  out  the  8'1'  floor  north  space  was 

$1.6M  which  included  the  FI  suite. 

CAP  Actions: 

New  Space  Buildout:  (ROM  S700K,  $25K  design  and  S675K  construction)* 

1 .  Relocate  Ft  &F2  offices  to  the  current  bullpen  area.  Approved  FI  Suite  Concept 
Drawing  attached. 

2.  Relocate  F 1  conference  room  area  to  FI ’s  staff  space. 

3.  Relocate  FI  &  F2  bullpen  area  to  F2  office  space. 

4.  Relocate  FI  bathroom. 

Limiting  Factors: 

Pub.  L.  110-161  (121  Stat2022).  Section  7 13  provides: 

“During  the  period  in  which  the  head  of  any  department  or  agency,  or  any  other  officer  or 
civilian  employee  of  the  Federal  Government  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  holds  office,  no  funds  may  be  obligated  or  expended  in  excess  of  $5,000  to  furnish 
or  redecorate  the  office  of  such  department  head,  agency  head,  officer,  or  employee,  or  to 
purchase  furniture  or  make  improvements  for  any  such  office,  unless  advance  notice  of 
such  furnishing  or  redecoration  is  expressly  approved  by  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the  term  "office’*  shall  include  the  entire 
suite  of  offices  assigned  to  the  individual,  as  well  as  any  other  space  used  primarily  by 
the  individual  or  the  use  of  which  is  directly  controlled  by  the  individual.” 

OCC  has  reviewed  the  statute  and  findings  by  GAO  on  its  application.  Renovations 
exceeding  $5,000,  without  prior  notification  to  and  approval  from  Congress  violate  the 
statute.  The  current  draft  plan  exceeds  $5,000  in  costs.  Accordingly,  prior  to  beginning 
any  work  on  the  proposed  project,  FEMA,  in  conjunction  with  DHS,  must  notify 
Congress  and  seek  approval  of  the  overall  project.

immediate  and  specific  terrorist  threats  or  attacks  in  the  District  of  Columbia  or  surrounding  jurisdictions;  and  S

(5)  Southern  border.-  The  term  "southern  border"  means  the  international  border  between  the  United  States  and

Homeland  Security,  and  the  House  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,

(B)  to  provide  other  assistance  with  the  preparation  of  the  plan  required  under  subsection  (a). 

(d)  Coordination  with  the  Secure  Border  Initiative.  -The  plan  required  under  subsection  (a)  shall  include  a 
description  of  activities  undertaken  during  the  previous  year  as  part  of  the  Secure  Border  Initiative  and  actions  planned 
for  the  coming  year  as  part  of  the  Secure  Border  Initiative.

(1)  Number.—  The  Commissioner  shall  carry  out  the  demonstration  program  at  not  less  than  three  sites  and  not 
more  than  five  sites.

(A)  at  least  one  shall  be  located  on  the  northern  border  of  the  United  Stales;  and 

(B)  at  least  one  shall  be  located  on  the  southern  border  of  the  United  States. 

(3)  Selection  criteria.--  To  ensure  that  one  of  the  facilities  selected  as  a  port  of  entry  demonstration  site  for  the 
demonstration  program  has  the  most  up-to-date  design,  contains  sufficient  space  to  conduct  the  demonstration  program, 
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has  n  traffic  volume  low  enough  to  easily  incorporate  new  technologies  without  interrupting  normal  processing  activity, 
and  can  efficiently  carry  out  demonstration  and  port  of  entry  operations,  one  port  of  entry  selected  as  a  demonstration 
site  may- 

(A)  have  been  established  not  more  than  15  years  before  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this  Act; 

(B)  consist  of  not  less  than  65  acres,  with  the  possibility  of  expansion  onto  not  less  than  25  adjacent  acres; 
and 


(C)  have  serviced  an  average  of  not  more  than  50,000  vehicles  per  month  during  the  1 2  months  preceding  the 
date  of  the  enactment  of  this  Act.

That  amounts  received  by  tribes  and  tribal 
organizations  under  title  IV  of  the  Indian  Health  Care  improvement  Act  shall  be  reported  and  accounted  for  and 
available  to  tire  receiving  tribes  and  tribal  organizations  until  expended:  Provided  further,  That,  notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  law,  of  the  amounts  provided  herein,  not  to  exceed  S  271,636,000  shall  be  for  payments  to  tribes  and 
tribal  organizations  for  contract  or  grant  support  costs  associated  with  contracts,  grants,  self-governance  compacts,  or 
annual  funding  agreements  between  the  Indian  Health  Service  and  a  tribe  or  tribal  organization  pursuant  to  the  Indian

638  such  individually  identifiable  health  information  relating  to  disabled  children  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  its  functions  under  the  Individuals  with  Disabilities  Education  Act  (20  U.S.C  MOO r  et  seq,):  Provided 
further,  That  funds  available  for  the  Indian  Health  Care  Improvement  Fund  may  be  used,  as  needed,  to  carry  out 
activities  typically  funded  under  the  Indian  Health  Facilities  account.

For  construction,  repair,  maintenance,  improvement,  and  equipment  of  health  and  related  auxiliary  facilities,’ ». 
including  quarters  for  personnel;  preparation  of  plans,  specifications,  and  drawings;  acquisition  of  sites,  purchase  and 
erection  of  modular  buildings,  and  purchases  of  trailers;  and  for  provision  of  domestic  and  community  sanitation 
facilities  for  Indians,  as  authorized  by  section  7  of  the  Act  of  August  5,  1954  (  42  U.S.C.  2004a),  tire  Indian  Self- 
Determination  Act,  mid  the  Indian  Health  Care  Improvement  Act,  and  for  expenses  necessary'  to  carry  out  such  Acts  and 
titles  II  and  111  of  the  Public  Health  Service  Act  with  respect  to  environmental  health  and  facilities  support  activities  of 
the  Indian  Health  Service,  S  380,583,000,  to  remain  available  until  expended:  Provided,  That  notwithstanding  any  other 
provision  of  law,  funds  appropriated  for  the  planning,  design,  construction  or  renovation  of  health  facilities  for  the 
benefit  of  an  Indian  tribe  or  tribes  may  be  used  to  purchase  land  for  sites  to  construct,  improve,  or  enlarge  health  or 
related  facilities:  Provided  further,  That  not  to  exceed  $  500,000  shall  be  used  by  the  Indian  Health  Service  to  purchase 
TRANSAM  equipment  from  (he  Department  of  Defense  for  distribution  to  the  Indian  Health  Service  and  tribal 
facilities:  Provided  further,  That  none  of  the  funds  appropriated  to  the  Indian  Health  Service  may  be  used  for  sanitation 
facilities  construction  for  new  homes  funded  with  grants  by  the  housing  programs  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development:  Provided  further,  That  not  to  exceed  $  1 ,000,000  from  this  account  and  the  "Indian 
Health  Services"  account  shall  he  used  by  the  Indian  Health  Service  to  obtain  ambulances  for  the  Indian  Health  Service 
and  tribal  facilities  in  conjunction  with  an  existing  interagency  agreement  between  the  Indian  Health  Service  and  the 
General  Services  Administration:  Provided  further.  That  not  to  exceed  $  500,000  shall  be  placed  in  a  Demolition  Fund, 
available  until  expended,  to  be  used  by  the  Indian  Health  Service  for  demolition  of  Federal  buildings. 

administrative  provisions,  indian  health  service 

Appropriations  in  this  Act  to  the  Indian  Health  Service  shall  be  available  for  sendees  as  authorized  by  5  U.S.C. 

3109  but  at  rates  not  to  exceed  the  per  diem  rate  equivalent  to  the  maximum  rate  payable  for  senior-level  positions 
under  5  U.S.C.  5376;  hire  of  passenger  motor  vehicles  and  aircraft;  purchase  of  medical  equipment;  purchase  of 
reprints;  purchase,  renovation  and  erection  of  modular  buildings  and  renovation  of  existing  facilities;  payments  for 
telephone  service  in  private  residences  in  the  field,  when  authorized  under  regulations  approved  by  the  Secretary;  and 
for  uniforms  or  allowances  therefor  as  authorized  by  5  US.C.  590!  -  5902;  and  for  expenses  of  attendance  at  meetings 
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which  are  concerned  with  the  functions  or  activities  for  which  the  appropriation  is  made  or  winch  will  contribute  to 
improved  conduct,  supervision,  or  management  of  those  functions  or  activities. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Indian  Health  Care  Improvement  Act,  non-Indian  patients  may  be 
extended  health  care  at  all  tribally  administered  or  Indian  Health  Service  facilities,  subject  to  charges,  and  the  proceeds 
along  with  funds  recovered  under  the  Federal  Medical  Care  Recovery  Act  (  42  U.S.C.  2651 -  2653)  shall  be  credited  to 
the  account  of  the  facility  providing  the  sendee  and  shall  be  available  without  fiscal  year  limitation,  Notwithstanding 
any  other  law  or  regulation,  funds  transferred  from  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  to  the  Indian 
Health  Service  shall  he  administered  under  Public  Law  86-12!  (the  Indian  Sanitation  Facilities  Act)  and  Public  Law  93- 
638,  as  amended. 

Funds  appropriated  to  the  Indian  Health  Service  in  this  Act,  except  those  used  for  administrative  and  program 
direction  purposes,  shall  not  be  subject  to  limitations  directed  at  curtailing  Federal  travel  and  transportation. 

None  of  the  funds  made  available  to  the  Indian  Health  Service  in  this  Act  shall  be  used  for  any  assessments  or 
charges  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  unless  identified  in  the  budget  justification  and  provided  in 
this  Act,  or  approved  by  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations  through  the  reprogramming  process. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law,  funds  previously  or  herein  made  available  to  a  tribe  or  tribal 
organization  through  a  contract,  grant,  or  agreement  authorized  by  title  I  or  title  V  of  the  Indian  Seif-Determinatinci  and 
Education  Assistance  Act  of  1975  ( 25  U.S.C.  450 %  may  be  deobligatcd  and  reobligatcd  to  a  self-determination  contract 
under  title  I,  or  a  self-governance  agreement  under  title  V  of  such  Act  and  thereafter  shall  remain  available  to  the  tribe 
or  tribal  organization  without  fiscal  year  limitation. 

None  of  the  funds  made  available  to  the  Indian  Health  Service  in  this  Act  shall  be  used  to  implement  the  final  rule 
published  in  the  Federal  Register  on  September  16,  1987,  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  relating  to 
the  eligibility  for  the  health  care  services  of  the  Indian  Health  Service  until  the  Indian  Health  Service  has  submitted  a 
budget  request  reflecting  the  increased  costs  associated  with  the  proposed  final  rule,  and  such  request  has  been  included 
in  an  appropriations  Act  and  enacted  into  law. 

With  respect  to  functions  transferred  by  the  Indian  Health  Service  to  tribes  or  tribal  organizations,  the  Indian  Health 
Service  is  authorized  to  provide  goods  and  services  to  those  entities,  on  a  rcimbuisable  basis,  including  payment  in 
advance  with  subsequent  adjustment.  The  reimbursements  received  therefrom,  along  with  the  funds  received  from  those 
entities  pursuant  to  the  Indian  Self-Determination  Act,  may  be  credited  to  the  same  or  subsequent  appropriation  account 
that  provided  the  funding,  with  such  amounts  to  remain  available  until  expended. 

Reimbursements  for  training,  technical  assistance,  or  services  provided  by  the  Indian  Health  Service  will  contain 
total  costs,  including  direct,  administrative,  and  overhead  associated  with  the  provision  of  goods,  services,  or  technical 
assistance, 

The  appropriation  structure  for  the  Indion  Health  Service  may  not  be  altered  without  advance  notification  to  the 
House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations.

TITLE  VI 

NATIONAL  COMMISSION  ON  CHILDREN  AND  DISASTERS 

Sec.  60 L  SHORT  TITLE. 

This  title  may  be  cited  as  the  ’'Kids  in  Disasters  Well-being,  Safety*  and  Health  Act  of  2007". 

Sec.  602.  DEFINITIONS. 

In  this  title: 

(!)  All  hazards.-  The  term  "alt  hazards11  has  the  meaning  given  the  term  "hazard"  under  section  602(a)(1)  of  the 
Robert  T.  Stafford  Disaster  Relief  and  Assistance  Aet  (  42  U.S.C.  5195a),  and  includes  natural  disasters,  acts  of 
terrorism,  and  other  man-made  disasters. 

(2)  Child;  children,-  The  terms  "child"  and  ’’children"  mean  an  individual  or  individuals,  respectively,  who 
have  not  attained  18  years  of  age. 

(3)  Emergency.-  The  term  "emergency"  has  the  meaning  given  such  term  under  section  102(1)  of  the  Robert  T. 
Stafford  Disaster  Relief  and  Assistance  Act  (  42  U.S.C  5/22(1)), 

(4)  Major  disaster.-  The  term  "major  disaster"  has  the  meaning  given  such  term  under  section  102(2)  of  the 
Robert  T.  Stafford  Disaster  Relief  and  Assistance  Act  (  42  U.S.C.  5122(2)). 

See.  603.  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  COMMISSION. 

There  is  established  a  commission  !o  be  known  as  the  "National  Commission  on  Children  and  Disasters"  (referred 
to  in  this  title  ns  the  "Commission").

(1)  conduct  a  comprehensive  study  to  examine  and  assess  the  needs  of  children  ns  they  relate  to  preparation  for, 
response  to,  and  recovery  from  all  hazards,  including  major  disasters  and  emergencies; 

(2)  build  upon  the  evaluations  of  other  entities  and  avoid  unnecessary  duplication,  by  reviewing  the  findings, 
conclusions,  and  recommendations  of  other  commissions,  Federal,  State,  and  local  governments,  or  nongovernmental 
entities,  relating  to  the  needs  of  children  as  they  relate  to  preparation  for,  response  to,  and  recovery  from  all  hazards, 
including  major  disasters  and  emergencies;  and 

(3)  submit  a  report  to  the  President  mid  Congress  on  specific  findings,  conclusions,  and  recommendations  to 
address  the  needs  of  children  as  they  relate  to  preparation  for,  response  to,  and  recovery  from  all  hazards,  including 
major  disasters  and  emergencies. 

See,  605.  COMPOSITION  OF  COMMISSION. 

(n)  Members. -The  Commission  shall  be  composed  of  10  members,  of  whom- 

(1) 1  member  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President; 

(2)  1  member,  who  is  of  a  different  political  parly  than  that  of  the  member  appointed  under  paragraph  ( 1 ),  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  President; 

(3)  2  members  shall  be  appointed  by  Ihc  majority  leader  of  the  Senate; 

(4)  2  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  minority  leader  of  the  Senate; 

(5)  2  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives;  and 

(6)  2  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  minority  leader  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
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(b)  Chairperson,  Vice  Chairperson*  and  Meetings.-Not  later  than  30  days  after  the  date  on  which  all  members  of 
the  Commission  are  appointed  under  subsection  (a),  such  members  shall  meet  to  elect  a  Chairperson  and  Vice 
Chairperson  from  among  .such  members  and  .shall  determine  a  schedule  of  Commission  meetings. 

(c)  Governmental  Appointees.— An  individual  appointed  to  the  Commission  may  not  be  an  official  or  employee  of 
the  Federal  Government, 

(d)  Commission  Representation.—1 The  Commission  shall  include  at  least  onc- 

(1)  representative  from  private  nonprofit  entities  with  demonstrated  expertise  in  addressing  the  needs  of 
children  as  they  relate  to  preparation  for,  response  to,  and  recovery  from  all  hazards,  including  major  disasters  and 
emergencies;  and 

(2)  State  emergency  manager  or  local  emergency  manager. 

(e)  Qualifications.— Members  appointed  under  subsection  (a)  may  include- 

(1)  individuals  involved  with  providing  services  to  children,  including  health,  education,  housing,  and  other 
social  services; 

(2)  individuals  with  experience  in  emergency  management,  including  coordination  of  resources  and  sendees 
among  State  and  local  governments,  the  federal  Government,  and  nongovernmental  entities; 

(3)  individuals  whit  philanthropic  experience  focused  on  the  needs  of  children  in  all  hazards,  including  major 
disasters  and  emergencies; 

(4)  individuals  with  experience  in  providing  donated  goods  and  services,  including  personnel  services,  to  meet 
the  needs  of  children  and  families  as  they  relate  to  preparation  for,  response  to,  and  recovery  from  all  hazards,  including 
major  disasters  and  emergencies;  and 

(5)  individuals  who  have  conducted  academic  research  related  to  addressing  the  needs  of  children  in  nil  hazards, 
including  major  disasters  and  emergencies. 

(f)  Initial  Meeting, -The  Commission  shall  meet  and  begin  the  operations  of  the  Commission  not  later  than  120 
days  after  the  appointment  of  members  of  the  Commission. 

(g)  Quorum  and  Vacancy 

(1)  Quorum.-  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  but  a  lessor  number  of 
members  may  hold  hearings. 

(2)  Vacancy.-  Any  vacancy  in  the  Commission  shall  not  nffect  its  powers  ami  shall  be  filled  in  the  same 
manner  in  which  the  original  appointment  was  made.

The  Commission  shall— 

(l)  conduct  pursuant  to  section  604(2)  a  comprehensive  study  that  examines  and  assesses  the  needs  of  children 
as  they  relate  to  preparation  for,  response  to,  and  recovery  from  all  hazards*  including  major  disasters  and  emergencies, 
including  specific  findings  relating  to~ 

(A)  child  physical  health,  mental  health,  and  trauma; 

(B)  child  care  in  all  settings; 

(C)  child  welfare; 

(D)  elementary  and  secondary  education; 

(E)  sheltering,  temporary  housing,  and  affordable  housing; 

(F)  transportation; 

(G)  juvenile  justice; 

(H)  evacuation;  and 
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(1)  relevant  activities  in  emergency  management; 

(2)  identify,  review,  and  evaluate  existing  laws,  regulations,  policies,  and  programs  relevant  to  the  needs  of 
children  as  they  relate  to  preparation  for,  response  to,  and  recovery  from  all  hazards,  including  major  disasters  and 
emergencies; 

(3)  identify,  review,  and  evaluate  the  lessons  learned  from  past  disasters  and  emergencies  relative  to  addressing 
the  needs  of  children;  and 

(4)  submit  a  report  to  the  President  and  Congress  on  the  Commission's  specific  findings,  conclusions,  and 
recommendations  to  address  the  needs  of  children  as  they  relate  to  preparation  for,  response  to,  and  recovery  from  all 
hazards,  including  major  disasters  and  emergencies,  including  specific  recommendations  on  the  need  for  planning  and 
establishing  a  national  resource  center  on  children  and  disasters,  coordination  of  resources  and  services,  administrative 
actions,  policies,  regulations,  and  legislative  changes  as  the  Commission  considers  appropriate.

(3)  Receipt,  handling,  storage,  and  dissemination.*-  Information  shall  only  be  received,  handled,  stored,  and 
disseminated  by  members  of  the  Commission  and  its  staff  consistent  with  all  applicable  statutes,  regulations,  and 
Executive  orders.

Sec.  609.  TRAVEL  EXPENSES. 

Each  member  of  the  Commission  shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  shall  receive  travel  expenses,  including  per 
diem  in  lieu  of  subsistence,  in  accordance  with  applicable  provisions  in  the  same  manner  as  persons  employed 
intermittently  in  Ihe  Government  service  are  allowed  expenses  under  section  5703  of  title  5,  United  States  Code.

"(B)  Subject  to  adjustment  as  provided  by  law,  no  employee  of  a  committee  of  the  Senate  shall  be  paid  at  a 
per  annum  gross  rate  in  excess  of  S  162,515.".

(B)  Exemption  from  mandatory  separation*— Section  8335(c)  or  8425(c)  of  title  5,  United  States  Code,  shall 
not  apply  to  any  Library  of  Congress  Police  employee  who  becomes  a  member  of  the  Cnpitol  Police  under  this 
subsection,  until  the  earlier  of— 

(i)  the  dale  on  which  the  individual  is  entitled  to  an  annuity  for  immediate  retirement  under  section 
8336(b)  or  8412(b)  of  title  5,  United  States  Code;  or 

(ii)  the  date  on  which  the  individual— 


(1)  is  57  years  of  age  or  older;  and 

(H)  is  entitled  to  an  annuity  for  immediate  retirement  under  section  8336(ni)  or  8412(d)  of  title  5,  United 
States  Code,  (as  determined  by  taking  into  account  subparagraph  (C)( i)). 


(C)  Treatment  of  prior  creditable  service  for  retirement  purposes*— 

(i)  Prior  service  for  purposes  of  eligibility  for  immediate  retirement  as  member  of  capitol  police.— Any 
Library  of  Congress  Police  employee  who  becomes  a  member  of  the  Capitol  Police  under  this  subsection  shall  be 
entitled  to  have  any  creditable  service  under  section  8332  or  841 1  of  tide  5,  United  States  Code,  that  was  accrued  prior 
io  becoming  a  member  of  the  Capitol  Police  included  in  calculating  the  employee's  service  as  a  member  of  the  Cnpitol 
Police  for  purposes  of  section  8336(m)  or  8412(d)  of  title  5,  United  States  Code. 
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(ii)  Prior  service  for  purposes  of  computation  of  annuity.— Any  creditable  service  under  section  8332  or 
8411  of  title  5,  United  States  Code,  of  an  individual  who  becomes  a  member  of  the  Capitol  Police  under  this  paragraph 
that  was  accrued  prior  to  becoming  a  member  of  the  Capitol  Police— 

(1)  shall  be  treated  and  computed  as  employee  service  under  section  8339  or  section  841 5  of  such  title; 
but 


(H)  shall  not  be  treated  as  service  as  a  member  of  the  Capitol  Police  or  service  as  a  congressional 
employee  for  purposes  of  applying  any  formula  under  section  8339(b),  8339(q),  84 1 5(c),  or  84 1 5(d)  of  such  title  under 
which  a  percentage  of  the  individual's  average  pay  is  multiplied  by  the  years  (or  other  period)  of  such  service. 

(3)  Duties  of  employees  transferred  to  civilian  positions.— 

(A)  Duties.— The  duties  of  any  individual  who  becomes  a  civilian  employee  of  the  Capitol  Police  under  this 
section,  including  a  Library  of  Congress  Police  civilian  employee  under  paragraph  (1)(B)  and  n  Library  of  Congress 
Police  employee  who  becomes  a  civilian  employee  of  the  Capitol  Police  under  paragraph  (2)(A)(ii)%  shall  be  determined 
solely  by  the  Chief  of  the  Capitol  Police,  except  that  a  Library  of  Congress  Police  civilian  employee  under  paragraph 
(l)(B)  shall  continue  to  support  Library  of  Congress  police  operations  until  all  Library  of  Congress  Police  employees 
arc  transferred  to  the  United  States  Capitol  Police  under  this  section. 

(B)  Finality  of  determinations, -Any  determination  of  the  Chief  of  the  Capitol  Police  under  this  paragraph 
shall  not  be  appealable  or  re  viewable  in  any  manner. 

(4)  Protecting  status  of  transferred  employees.  - 

(A)  Nonreduction  in  pay,  rank,  or  grade.— The  transfer  of  any  individual  under  this  subsection  shall  not  cause 
that  individual  to  be  separated  or  reduced  in  basic  pay,  rank  or  grade. 

(B)  Leave  and  compensatory  time.-Any  annual  leave,  sick  leave,  or  other  leave,  or  compensatory  time,  to 
the  credit  of  an  individual  transferred  under  this  subsection  shall  be  transferred  to  the  credit  of  that  individual  as  a 
member  or  nn  employee  of  the  Capitol  Police  (as  the  ease  may  be).  The  treatment  of  leave  or  compensatory  time 
transferred  under  this  subsection  shall  be  governed  by  regulations  of  the  Capitol  Police  Board. 

(C)  Prohibiting  imposition  of  probationary  period.— The  Chief  of  the  Capitol  Police  may  not  impose  a  period 
of  probation  on  any  individual  who  is  transferred  under  this  section. 

(5)  Rules  of  construction  relating  to  employee  representation.— 

(A)  Employee  representation.-Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  any  labor  organization 
that  represented  an  individual  who  was  a  Library  of  Congress  police  employee  or  a  Library  of  Congress  police  civilian 
employee  before  the  individual's  transfer  date  to  represent  that  individual  as  a  member  of  the  Capitol  Police  or  an 
employee  of  the  Capitol  Police  after  the  individual's  transfer  date. 

(B)  Agreements  not  applicable. -Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  any  collective 
bargaining  agreement  (or  any  related  court  order,  stipulated  agreement,  or  agreement  to  the  terms  or  conditions  of 
employment)  applicable  to  Library  of  Congress  police  employees  or  to  Library  of  Congress  police  civilian  employees  to 
apply  to  members  of  the  Capitol  Police  or  to  civilian  employees  of  the  Capitol  Police. 

(6)  Rule  of  construction  relating  to  personnel  authority  of  the  chief  of  the  capitol  police.-  Nothing  in  this 
section  shall  he  construed  to  affect  the  authority  of  the  Chief  of  the  Capitol  Police  to- 

(A)  terminate  the  employment  of  a  member  of  the  Capitol  Police  or  a  civilian  employee  of  the  Capitol  Police; 
or 


(B)  transfer  any  individual  serving  us  a  member  of  the  Capitol  Police  or  u  civilian  employee  ot'  the  Capitol 
Police  to  another  position  with  the  Capitol  Police. 

(7)  Transfer  date  defined.-  In  this  section,  the  term  'Transfer  date'*  means,  with  respect  to  an  employce- 

(A)  in  the  case  of  a  Library  of  Congress  Police  employee  who  becomes  a  member  of  the  Capitol  Police,  the 
first  day  of  the  first  pay  period  applicable  (o  members  of  the  United  States  Capitol  Police  which  begins  after  the  dale  on 
which  the  Chief  of  the  Capitol  Police  issues  the  written  certification  for  the  employee  under  paragraph  (2)(A); 
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(B)  in  the  case  of  a  Library  of  Congress  Police  employee  wlio  becomes  a  civilian  employee  of  the  Capitol 
Police,  the  first  day  of  the  first  pay  period  applicable  to  employees  of  the  United  States  Capitol  Police  which  begins 
after  September  30,  2009;  or 

(C)  in  the  case  of  a  Library  of  Congress  Police  civilian  employee,  the  first  day  of  the  first  pay  period 
applicable  to  employees  of  the  United  States  Capitol  Police  which  begins  after  September  30,  2008. 

(8)  Cancellation  in  portion  of  unobligated  balance  of  fedlink  revolving  fund.-  Amounts  available  for  obligation 
by  the  Librarian  of  Congress  as  of  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this  Act  from  the  unobligated  balance  in  the  revolving 
fund  established  under  section  103  of  the  Library  of  Congress  Fiscal  Operations  Improvement  Act  of  2000  (  2 
182c)  for  the  Federal  Library  and  Information  Network  program  of  the  Library  of  Congress  and  the  Federal  Research 
program  of  the  Library  of  Congress  are  reduced  by  a  total  of  $  560,000,  and  the  amount  so  reduced  is  hereby  cancelled. 

(c)  Transition  Provisions,- 

(1)  Transfer  and  allocations  of  property  and  appropriations.- 

(A)  In  general.— Effective  on  the  transfer  date  of  any  Library  of  Congress  Police  employee  and  Library  of 
Congress  Police  civilian  employee  who  is  transferred  under  this  section- 

(i)  the  assets,  liabilities,  contracts,  property,  and  records  associated  with  the  employee  shall  be  transferred 
to  the  Capitol  Police;  and 

(it)  the  unexpended  balances  of  appropriations,  authorizations,  allocations,  and  other  funds  employed, 
used,  held,  arising  from,  available  to,  or  to  be  made  available  in  connection  with  the  employee  shall  be  transferred  to 
and  made  available  under  the  appropriations  accounts  for  the  Capitol  Police  for  '’Salaries11  and  ''General  Expenses'*,  as 
applicable. 

(B)  Joint  review. —During  the  transition  period,  the  Chief  of  the  Capitol  Police  and  the  Librarian  of  Congress 
shall  conduct  a  joint  review  of  the  assets,  liabilities,  contracts,  property  records,  and  unexpended  balances  of 
appropriations,  authorizations,  allocations,  and  other  funds  employed,  used,  held,  arising  from,  available  to,  or  to  be 
made  available  in  connection  with  the  transfer  under  this  section. 

(2)  Treatment  of  alleged  violations  of  certain  employment  laws  with  respect  to  transferred  individuals.- 

(A)  In  general. -Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  oflaw  and  except  as  provided  in  subparagraph  (C),  in 
the  ease  of  an  alleged  violation  of  any  covered  law  (as  defined  in  subparagraph  (D))  which  is  alleged  to  have  occurred 
prior  to  the  transfer  date  with  respect  to  an  individual  who  is  transferred  under  this  section,  and  for  which  the  individual 
has  not  exhausted  all  of  the  remedies  available  for  the  consideration  of  the  alleged  violation  which  are  provided  for 
employees  of  the  Library  of  Congress  under  the  covered  law  prior  to  the  transfer  dale,  the  following  shall  apply; 

(i)  The  individual  may  not  initiate  any  procedure  which  is  Available  for  the  consideration  of  the  alleged 
violation  of  the  covered  law  which  is  provided  for  employees  of  the  Library  of  Congress  under  the  covered  law. 

(ii)  To  the  extent  that  the  individual  has  initialed  any  such  procedure  prior  to  the  transfer  dale,  the 
procedure  shall  terminate  and  have  no  legal  effect. 

(iii)  Subject  to  subparagraph  (B),  the  individual  may  initiate  and  participate  in  any  procedure  which  is 
available  for  the  resolution  of  grievances  of  officers  and  employees  of  the  Capitol  Police  under  the  Congressional 
Accountability  Act  of  1 995  ( 2  U.S.C.  1301  et  seq.)  to  provide  for  consideration  of  the  alleged  violation.  The  previous 
sentence  docs  nnt  apply  in  the  ease  of  nn  alleged  violation  for  which  (lie  individual  exhausted  oil  of  the  available 
remedies  which  arc  provided  for  employees  of  the  Library  of  Congress  under  the  covered  law  prior  to  the  transfer  date. 

(B)  Special  rules  for  applying  congressional  accountability  act  of  I995.~ln  applying  subparagraph  (A)(iii) 
with  respect  to  an  individual  to  whom  this  subsection  applies,  for  purposes  of  the  consideration  of  the  alleged  violation 
under  the  Congressional  Accountability  Act  of  1995- 

(i)  the  date  of  the  alleged  violation  shall  be  the  individual's  transfer  date; 

(ii)  notwithstanding  the  third  sentence  of  section  402(a)  of  such  Act  (  2  U.S.C.  1402(a)),  the  individual's 
request  for  counseling  under  such  section  shall  be  made  not  later  than  60  days  after  the  date  of  the  alleged  violation;  and 
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(iii)  the  employing  office  of  the  individual  at  the  time  of  the  alleged  violation  shall  be  the  Capitol  Police 

Board. 

(C)  Exception  for  alleged  violations  subject  to  hearing  prior  to  transfer -Subparagraph  (A)  does  not  apply 
with  respect  to  an  alleged  violation  for  which  n  hearing  has  commenced  in  accordance  with  the  covered  law  on  or 
before  the  transfer  date. 

(D)  Covered  tow  defined.— In  this  paragraph,  a  "covered  law"  is  any  law  for  which  the  remedy  for  an  alleged 
violation  is  provided  for  officers  and  employees  of  the  Capitol  Police  under  the  Congressional  Accountability  Act  of 
1995  f  2  US.C  1301  clseq.). 

(3)  Availability  of  detailces  during  transition  period.-'  During  the  transition  period,  the  Chief  of  the  Capitol 
Police  may  detail  additional  members  of  the  Capitol  Police  to  the  Library  of  Congress,  without  reimbursement. 

(4)  Effect  on  existing  memorandum  of  understanding.--  The  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  the 
Library  of  Congress  and  the  Capitol  Police  entered  into  on  December  12, 2004,  shall  remain  in  effect  during  the 
transition  period,  subject  to- 

(A)  the  provisions  of  this  section;  and 

(B)  such  modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  modification  and  dispute  resolution 
provisions  of  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding,  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

(5)  Rule  of  construction  relating  to  personnel  authority  of  the  librarian  of  congress.-'  Nothing  in  this  section 
shall  be  construed  to  affect  the  authority  of  the  Librarian  of  Congress  io~ 

(A)  terminate  the  employment  of  a  Library  of  Congress  Police  employee  or  Library  of  Congress  Police 
civilian  employee;  or 

(B)  transfer  any  individual  serving  in  a  Library  of  Congress  Police  employee  position  or  Library  of  Congress 
Police  civilian  employee  position  to  another  position  at  the  Library  of  Congress. 

(d)  Police  Jurisdiction,  Unlawful  Activities,  and  Penalties, - 

(1)  Jurisdiction, - 

(A)  Extension  ofcapitol  police  jurisdiction.— Section  9  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  define  the  area  of  the 
United  States  Capitol  Grounds,  to  regulate  the  use  thereof,  and  for  other  purposes”,  approved  July  31,  1946  ( 2  (JSC, 
I960  ts  amended  by  adding  nt  the  end  the  following; 

"(d)  For  purposes  of  this  section,  'United  States  Capitol  Buildings  and  Grounds'  shall  include  the  Library  of 
Congress  buildings  and  grounds  described  under  section  1 1  of  the  Act  entitled  'An  Act  relating  to  the  policing  of  the 
buildings  of  the  Library  of  Congress',  approved  Angus!  4,  1950  (2  US,C  I67j)t  except  that  in  a  ease  of  buildings  or 
grounds  not  located  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  authority  granted  to  the  Metropolitan  Police  Force  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  shall  be  granted  to  any  police  force  within  whose  jurisdiction  Che  buildings  or  grounds  are  located.".

(2)  Unlawful  activities  and  penalties.-- 

(A)  Extension  of  United  Stales  capilol  buildings  and  grounds  provisions  to  the  library  of  congress  buildings 
and  grounds.- 

(i)  Capitol  buildings.-  Section  5101  of  title  40,  United  States  Code,  is  amended  by  inserting  "all  buildings 
on  the  real  property  described  under  section  5102(d)"  after  "(including  the  Administrative  Building  of  the  United  States 
Botanic  Garden)". 

(ii)  Capitol  grounds.-  Section  5102  of  title  40,  United  Slates  Code,  is  amended  by  adding  at  (he  end  the 

following: 

"(d)  Library  of  Congress  Buildings  and  Grounds.- 
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’’(I)  In  general,--  Except  as  provided  under  paragraph  (2),  the  United  States  Capitol  Grounds  shall  include  the 
Library  of  Congress  grounds  described  under  section  1 1  of  the  Act  entitled  'An  Act  relating  to  the  policing  of  the 
buildings  of  the  Library  of  Congress',  approved  August  4,  1950  (2  t/.S.C  I67j). 

"(2)  Authority  of  librarian  of  congress.-  Notwithstanding  subsections  (a)  and  (b),  the  Librarian  of  Congress 
shall  retain  authority  over  the  Library  of  Congress  buildings  and  grounds  in  accordance  with  section  1  of  the  Act  of 
June  29,  1922  (2  U.S.C  14U  42  Stat.  71$)",

(C)  Suspension  of  prohibitions  against  use  of  library'  of  congress  buildings  and  grounds.-Scction  10  of  the 
Act  of  August  4,  1950  ( 2  U.S.C.  J67i)  is  amended  by  striking  n2  to  6,  inclusive,  of  this  Act"  and  inserting  "5103  and 
5 104  of  title  40,  United  Stales  Code". 

(D)  Conforming  amendment  to  description  oflibrary  of  congress  grounds.— Section  1 1  of  the  Act  of  August 
4, 1950  (2  U.S.C.  167})  is  amended- 

(i)  in  subsection  (a),  by  striking  "For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  the"  and  inserting  "The"; 

(ii)  in  subsection  (b),  by  striking  "For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  the"  and  inserting  "The11; 

(iii)  in  subsection  (c),  by  striking  "For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  the"  and  inserting  "The";  and

(4)  Effective  date.-  The  amendments  made  by  this  section  shall  take  effect  October  1, 2009. 

(c)  Collections,  Physical  Security,  Control,  and  Preservation  of  Order  and  Decorum  Within  the  Libraty.- 

(1)  Establishment  of  regulations,-  The  Librarian  of  Congress  shall  establish  standards  and  regulations  for  the 
physical  security,  control,  and  preservation  of  the  Library  of  Congress  collections  and  property,  and  for  the  maintenance 
of  suitable  order  and  decorum  within  Library  of  Congress. 

(2)  Treatment  of  security  systems.— 

(A)  Responsibility  for  security  systems.— In  accordance  with  the  authority  of  die  Capitol  Police  and  the 
Librarian  of  Congress  established  under  this  section,  the  amendments  made  by  this  section,  and  the  provisions  oflaw 
referred  to  in  subparagraph  (C),  the  Chief  of  the  Capitol  Police  and  the  Librarian  of  Congress  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  operation  of  security  systems  at  the  Library  of  Congress  buildings  and  grounds  described  under  section  1 1  of  the  Act 
of  August  4,  1950,  in  consultation  and  coordination  with  each  other,  subject  to  the  following: 

(i)  The  Librarian  of  Congress  shall  be  responsible  for  the  design  of  security  systems  for  the  control  and 
preservation  of  Library  collections  and  property,  subject  to  the  review  and  approval  of  the  Chief  of  the  Capitol  Police. 

(ii)  The  Librarian  of  Congress  shall  be  responsible  for  the  operation  of  security  systems  at  any  building  or 
facility  of  the  Library  of  Congress  which  is  located  outside  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  subject  to  the  review  and 
approval  of  the  Chief  of  the  Capitol  Police. 
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(B)  initial  proposal  for  operation  of  systems.— Not  fater  than  October  I,  2008,  the  Chief  of  the  Capitol  Police, 
in  coordination  with  the  Librarian  of  Congress,  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Committee  on  House  Administration  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Administration  of  the  Senate,  and  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate  an  initial  proposal  for  carrying  out  this  paragraph^ 

(C)  Provisions  of  law*— The  provisions  oflaw  referred  to  m  this  subparagraph  are  as  follows: 

(i)  Section  1  ofthe  Act  of  June  29,  1922  (2  U.S.C.  14!). 

(ii)  The  undcsignated  provision  under  the  heading  ’'General  Provision,  This  Chapter"  in  chapter  5  of  title  II

(iii)  Section  308  of  the  Legislative  Branch  Appropriations  Act,  !  996  f  2  U.S.C.  1964). 

(iv)  Section  308  of  the  Legislative  Brandi  Appropriations  Act,  1997  (  2  U.S.C.  1965). 

(t)  Payment  of  Capitol  Police  Services  Provided  in  Connection  With  Relating  to  Library  of  Congress  Special 
Events,— 

(1)  Payments  of  amounts  deposited  in  revolving  fund-  Section  102(e)  of  the  Library  of  Congress  Fiscal 
Operations  improvement  Act  of  2000  ( 2  U.S.C.  /526(e))  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"(c)  Use  of  Amounts.— 

"(I)  In  general-  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (2),  amounts  in  the  accounts  of  the  revolving  fund  under  this 
section  shall  be  available  to  the  Librarian,  in  amounts  specified  in  appropriations  Acts  and  without  fiscal  year  limitation, 
to  carry  out  the  programs  and  activities  covered  by  such  accounts.

*  (2)  Use  of  other  library  funds  to  make  payments.-  Itt  addition  to  amounts  transferred  pursuant  to  section 
102(c)(2)  orthe  Library  of  Congress  Fiscal  Operations  Improvement  Act  of  2000  (as  added  by  paragraph  (1)),  the 
Librarian  of  Congress  may  transfer  amounts  made  available  for  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Library  of  Congress  during 
a  fiscal  year  to  the  applicable  appropriations  accounts  ofthe  United  States  Capitol  Police  in  order  to  reimburse  the 
Capitol  Police  for  sendees  provided  in  connection  with  ft  special  event  or  program  described  in  section  102(a)(4)  of 
such  Act. 

(3)  Effective  date.-  The  amendments  made  by  this  subsection  shall  apply  with  respect  to  services  provided  by 
the  United  Stales  Capitol  Police  on  ot  after  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this  Act. 

(g)  Other  Conforming  Amendments.- 

(1)  In  general.-  Section  1015  of  the  Legislative  Branch  Appropriations  Act,  2003  (  2  U.S.C  190!  note)  and 
section  1006  of  the  Legislative  Branch  Appropriations  Act,  2004  ( 2  U.S.C.  1901  note;  Public  Law  108-83; 

117  Stcit.  1023)  are  repealed. 

(2)  Effective  date.-  The  amendments  made  by  paragraph  (1)  shall  take  effect  October  1, 2009. 

(h)  Definitions.— In  this  section-* 

(1)  the  term  "Act  of  August  4,  1950"  means  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  relating  to  the  policing  of  the  buildings 
and  grounds  of  the  Library  of  Congress,"  ( 2  U.SC,  167  et  scq.);

Provided  further,  That  any  limitation  of  subsection  (c)  of  section  4 1 1  of  the  Agricultural  Trade  Development  and 
Assistance  Act  of  1954  shall  not  apply  to  funds  appropriated  under  this  heading;  Provided  further,  That  none  ofthc 
funds  made  available  under  this  heading  in  this  or  any  other  appropriations  Act  shall  be  made  available  for  Sudan  or 
Burma  unless  the  Secretary  ofthc  Treasury  determines  and  notifies  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  that  a 
democratically  elected  government  has  taken  office.

(C)  establish  by  agreement  with  that  government  the  responsibilities  of  the  United  States  Agency  for 
International  Development  and  that  government  to  monitor  and  account  for  deposits  into  and  disbursements  from  the 
separate  account. 

(2)  Uses  of  local  currencies.—  As  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the  foreign  government,  local  currencies  deposited

(2)  assistance  for  any  program,  project,  or  activity  that  contributes  to  the  violation  of  internationally  recognized 
workers  rights,  as  defined  in  section  507(4)  of  the  Trade  Act  of  1974  ,  of  workers  in  the  recipient  country,  including  any 
designated  zone  or  area  in  that  country:  Provided,  That  the  application  of  section  507(4)(D)  and  (E)  of  such  Act  should 
be  commensurate  with  the  level  of  development  of  the  recipient  country  and  sector,  and  shall  not  preclude  assistance  for 
the  informal  sector  in  such  country,  micro  and  small-scale  enterprise,  and  smallholder  agriculture.

(3)  all  Arab  League  states  should  normalize  relations  with  their  neighbor  Israel; 

(4)  the  President  and  the  Secretary  of  State  should  continue  to  vigorously  oppose  the  Arab  League  boycott  of 
Israel  and  find  concrete  steps  to  demonstrate  that  opposition  by,  for  example,  taking  into  consideration  the  participation 
of  any  recipient  country  in  the  boycott  when  determining  to  sell  weapons  to  said  country;  and 

(5)  the  President  should  report  to  Congress  annually  on  specific  steps  being  taken  by  the  United  States  to 
encourage  Arab  League  states  to  normalize  their  relations  with  Israel  to  bring  about  the  termination  of  the  Arab  League 
boycott  oflsrael,  including  those  to  encourage  allies  and  trading  partners  of  the  United  States  to  enact  laws  prohibiting 
businesses  from  complying  with  the  boycott  and  penalizing  businesses  that  do  comply.

648,  None  of  the  funds  appropriated  or  otherwise  made  available  under  titles  HI  or  IV  of  this  Act  under  the 
heading  ’'International  Military  Education  and  Training*  or  "Foreign  Military  Financing  Program"  for  Informational 
Program  activities  or  under  the  headings  "Global  Health  and  Child  Survival",  "Development  Assistance",  and 
'Economic  Support  Fund"  may  be  obligated  or  expended  to  pay  for— 

(1)  alcoholic  beverages;  or 

(2)  entertainment  expenses  for  activities  that  nrc  substantially  of  a  recreational  character,  including  but  not 
limited  to  entrance  fees  at  sporting  events,  theatrical  and  musical  productions,  and  amusement  parks. 

Colombia 

See.  649.(a)  Assistance  for  Colombia  Of  the  funds  appropriated  in  titles  111  and  IV  of  this  Act,  not  more  than  S 
545,608,000  shall  be  available  for  assistance  for  Colombia. 

(b)  Funding  Amounts  and  Notification  .-Funds  appropriated  by  this  Act  that  are  available  for  assistance  for 
Colombia  shall  be  made  available  in  the  amounts  indicated  in  the  table  in  the  accompanying  explanatory  statement 
described  in  section  4  (in  the  matter  preceding  division  A  of  this  consolidated  Act)  and  any  proposed  increases  or 
decreases  to  the  amounts  contained  in  such  table  shall  be  subject  to  the  regular  notification  procedures  of  the 
Committees  on  Appropriations. 

(c)  Assistance  for  the  Colombian  Armed  Forces.— 

(1)  Funding.-  Funds  appropriated  by  this  Act  that  arc  available  for  assistance  for  the  Colombian  Armed  Forces, 
may  be  made  available  as  follows: 
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(A)  Up  to  70  percent  of  such  funds  may  be  obligated  prior  to  the  certification  anil  report  by  the  Secretary  of 
Slate  pursuant  to  subparagraph  (13). 

(B)  Up  to  15  percent  of  such  funds  may  be  obligated  only  after  the  Secretary  of  State  consults  with,  and 
subsequently  certifies  and  submits  a  written  report  to,  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  that  the  Government  of 
Colombia  is  meeting  the  require  oicnts  described  in  paragraph  (2). 

(2)  Requirements,-  The  requirements  referred  to  in  paragraph  (I)  arc  as  follows; 

(A)  The  Commander  General  of  the  Colombian  Armed  Forces  is  suspending  or  placing  on  administrative 
duty,  if  requested  by  the  prosecutor,  those  members  of  the  Armed  Forces,  of  whatever  rank,  who,  according  to  the 
Minister  of  Defense,  the  Attorney  General  or  the  Procuraduria  General  de  la  Nncion,  have  been  credibly  alleged  to  have 
committed  gross  violations  of  human  rights,  including  extra-judicial  killings,  or  to  have  aided  or  abetted  paramilitary 
organizations  or  successor  armed  groups, 

(B)  The  Government  of  Colombia  is  investigating  and  prosecuting,  in  the  civilian  justice  system,  those 
members  of  the  Colombian  Armed  Forces,  of  whatever  rank,  who  have  been  credibly  alleged  to  have  committed  gross 
violations  of  human  rights,  including  extra-judicial  killings,  or  to  have  aided  or  abetted  paramilitary  organizations  or 
successor  armed  groups. 

(C)  The  Colombian  Aimed  Forces  arc  cooperating  fully  with  civilian  prosecutors  and  judicial  authorities  in 
such  eases  (including  providing  requested  information,  such  as  the  identity  of  persons  suspended  from  the  Armed 
Forces  and  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  suspension,  and  access  to  witnesses,  relevant  military  documents,  and  other 
requested  information). 

(D)  The  Colombian  Armed  Forces  have  taken  all  necessary  steps  to  sever  links  (including  denying  access  to 
military  intelligence,  vehicles,  and  other  equipment  or  supplies,  and  ceasing  other  forms  of  active  or  tacit  cooperation) 
at  all  levels,  with  paramilitary  organizations  or  successor  armed  groups,  especially  in  regions  where  such  organizations 
have  a  significant  presence. 

(E)  The  Government  of  Colombia  is  dismantling  paramilitary  leadership  and  financial  networks  by  arresting 
and  prosecuting  under  civilian  criminal  law  individuals  .who  have  provided  financial,  planning,  or  logistical  support,  or 
have  otherwise  aided  or  abetted  paramilitary  organizations  or  successor  armed  groups;  by  identifying  and  seizing  land 
and  other  assets  illegally  acquired  by  such  organizations  or  their  associates  and  returning  such  land  or  assets  to  their 
rightful  occupants  or  owners;  by  revoking  reduced  sentences  for  demobilized  paramilitaries  who  engage  in  new  criminal 
activity;  and  by  arresting  and  prosecuting  under  civilian  criminal  law,  and  when  requested,  promptly  extraditing  to  the 
United  States  members  of  successor  armed  groups. 

(F)  The  Government  of  Colombia  is  ensuring  that  the  Colombian  Armed  Forces  arc  not  violating  the  land 
and  property  rights  of  Colombia's  indigenous  and  A  fro- Colombian  communities,  and  that  the  Colombian  Armed  Forces 
arc  implementing  procedures  to  distinguish  between  civilians,  including  displaced  persons,  and  combatants  in  their 
operations. 

(3)  The  balance  of  such  funds  may  be  obligated  after  July  3 1 , 2008,  if,  before  such  date,  the  Secretary  of  State

(4)  Certain  funds  exempted,-  The  requirement  to  withhold  funds  from  obligation  shall  not  apply  with  respect  to 
funds  made  available  under  the  heading  "Andean  Counterdrug  Programs"  for  continued  support  for  the  Critical  Flight 
Safety  Program  or  for  any  alternative  development  programs  in  Colombia  administered  by  die  Bureau  of  International 
Narcotics  and  Law  Enforcement  Affairs  of  the  Department  of  State. 

(5)  Report.-  At  the  lime  the  Secretary  of  Stale  submits  certifications  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (l  }(B)  and  (3)  of 
this  subsection,  the  Secretary  shall  also  submit  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  a  report  that  contains,  with  respect 
to  each  such  paragraph,  a  detailed  description  of  the  specific  actions  token  by  both  the  Colombian  Government  and 
Colombian  Armed  Forces  which  support  each  requirement  of  the  certification,  and  tho  eases  or  issues  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Secretary,  including  through  the  Department  of  State's  annual  Country  Reports  on  Human  Rights 
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Practices,  for  which  the  actions  taken  by  the  Colombian  Government  or  Armed  Forces  have  been  determined  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  lo  be  inadequate, 

(d)  Consultative  Process  ,-Not  later  than  60  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  and  every  90  days 
thereafter  until  September  30, 2008,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  consult  with  Colombian  and  internationally  recognized 
human  rights  organizations  regarding  progress  in  meeting  the  requirements  contained  in  subsection  (c)(2). 

(e)  Assistance  for  Demobilization  and  Disarmament  nf  Former  Combatants  in  Colombia.— 

(1)  Availability  of  funds.-  Of  the  funds  appropriated  in  this  Act  under  the  heading  “Economic  Support  Fund", 
up  to  $  1 1,442,000  may  be  made  available  in  fiscal  year  2008  for  assistance  for  the  disarmament,  demobilization,  and 
reintegration  of  former  members  of  foreign  terrorist  organizations  (Fi'Os)  in  Colombia,  if  the  Secretary  of  .Slate  consults 
with  and  makes  a  certification  described  in  paragraph  (2)  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  prior  to  the  initial 
obligation  of  amounts  for  such  assistance  for  the  fiscal  year  involved. 

(2)  Certification.-  A  certification  described  in  this  subsection  is  a  certification  that — 

(A)  assistance  for  the  fiscal  year  will  be  provided  only  for  individuals  who  have;  (i)  veri fifthly  renounced  and 
terminated  any  affiliation  or  involvement  with  FTOs  or  other  illegal  armed  groups;  (ii)  are  meeting  nil  the  requirements 
of  the  Colombia  demobilization  program,  including  having  disclosed  their  involvement  in  past  crimes  and  their 
knowledge  of  the  FTO's  structure,  financing  sources,  illegal  assets,  and  the  location  of  kidnapping  victims  and  bodies  of 
the  disappeared;  and  (iii)  ore  not  involved  in  acts  of  intimidation  or  violence; 

(U)  the  Government  of  Colombia  is  providing  full  cooperation  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  to 
extradite  the  leaders  and  members  of  the  FTOs  who  have  been  indicted  in  the  United  States  for  murder,  kidnapping, 
narcotics  trafficking,  or  other  violations  of  United  States  law,  and  is  extraditing  to  the  United  States  those  commanders, 
leaders  and  members  indicted  in  the  United  States  who  have  breached  the  terms  of  the  Colombian  demobilization 
program,  including  by  failing  to  fully  confess  their  crimes,  failing  to  disclose  their  illegal  assets,  or  committing  new 
crimes  since  the  approval  of  the  Justice  and  Peace  Law; 

(C)  the  Government  of  Colombia  is  not  knowingly  taking  any  steps  to  legalize  the  titles  ofland  or  other 
assets  illegally  obtained  and  held  by  FTOs,  their  associates,  or  successors,  has  established  effective  procedures  to 
identify  such  land  and  other  assets,  and  is  seizing  and  returning  such  land  and  other  assets  to  their  rightful  occupants  or 
owners; 

(D)  the  Government  of  Colombia  is  implementing  a  concrete  and  workable  framework  for  dismantling  the 
organizational  structures  of  foreigo  terrorist  organizations;  and 

(E)  funds  shall  not  be  made  available  as  cash  payments  to  individuals  and  are  available  only  for  activities 
under  the  following  categories:  verification,  reintegration  (including  training  and  education),  vetting,  recovery  of  assets 
for  reparations  for  victims,  and  investigations  and  prosecutions. 

(0  Illegal  Armed  Groups 

(1)  Denial  of  visas  to  supporters  of  Colombian  illegnl  armed  groups.-  Subject  to  paragraph  (2),  the  Secretary  of 
State  shall  not  issue  n  visa  to  any  alien  who  the  Secretary  determines,  based  on  credible  evidence— 

(A)  has  willfully  provided  any  support  to  the  Revolutionary  Armed  Forces  of  Colombia  (FARC),  the 
National  Liberation  Army  (ELN),  the  United  Self-Defense  Forces  of  Colombia  (AUC),  or  successor  armed  groups, 
including  taking  actions  or  failing  to  take  actions  which  allow,  facilitate,  or  otherwise  foster  the  activities  of  such 
groups;  or 

(13)  has  committed,  ordered,  incited,  assisted,  or  otherwise  participated  in  the  commission  of  a  gross  violation 
of  human  rights,  including  extra-judicial  killings,  in  Colombia. 

(2)  Waiver.-  Paragraph  (!)  shall  not  apply  if  the  Secretary  of  State  certifies  to  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations,  on  a  case-by-case  basis,  that  the  issuance  of  a  visa  to  the  alien  is  necessary  to  support  die  peace  process 
in  Colombia  or  for  urgent  humanitarian  reasons. 

(g)  Definitions  .—In  this  section: 

(1)  Aided  or  abetted.-  The  term  “aided  or  abetted"  means  to  provide  any  support  to  paramilitary  or  successor 
armed  groups,  including  taking  actions  which  allow,  facilitate,  or  otherwise  foster  the  activities  of  such  groups.

Sec.  650.(a)  Prohibition  of  Funds  None  of  the  funds  appropriated  by  this  Act  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  chapter 
4  of  part  H  of  the  Foreign  Assistance  Act  of  1 961  may  be  obligated  or  expended  with  respect  to  providing  funds  to  the 
Palestinian  Authority. 

(b)  Waiver.— The  prohibition  included  in  subsection  (a)  shall  not  apply  if  the  President  certifies  in  writing  to  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate,  and  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations  that  waiving  such  prohibition  is  important  to  the  national  security  interests  of  the  United  States. 

(c)  Period  of  Application  of  Waiver. -Any  waiver  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  shall  be  effective  for  no  more  than  a 
period  of  6  months  at  a  time  and  shall  not  apply  beyond  12  months  after  the  enactment  of  this  Act. 

(d)  Report, -Whenever  the  waiver  authority  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  is  exercised,  the  President  shall  submit  a 
report  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  detailing  the  justification  for  the  waiver,  the  purposes  for  which  the  funds 
will  be  spent,  mid  the  accounting  procedures  in  place  to  ensure  that  the  funds  arc  properly  disbursed.  The  report  shall 
also  detail  the  steps  the  Palestinian  Authority  has  token  to  arrest  terrorists,  confiscate  weapons  and  dismantle  the 
terrorist  infrastructure. 

limitation  on  assistance  to  security  forces 

See.  65  h  Chapter  l  of  part  111  of  the  Foreign  Assistance  Act  of  1961  is  amended  by  adding  the  following  section;

"(a)  In  General.— No  assistance  shall  be  furnished  under  this  Act  or  the  Arms  Export  Control  Act  to  any  unit  of  the 
security  forces*  of  a  foreign  country  if  the  Secretary  of  State  has  credible  evidence  that  such  unit  has  committed  gross 
violations  of  human  rights. 

"(b)  Exception.— The  prohibition  in  subsection  (a)  shall  not  apply  if  the  Secretary  determines  and  reports  to  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  of  the  Senate,  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
the  Committees  on  Appropriations  that  the  government  of  such  country'  is  taking  effective  measures  to  bring  the 
responsible  members  of  the  security  forces  unit  to  justice. 

"(c)  Duly  to  Inform*— In  the  event  that  funds  arc  withheld  from  any  unit  pursuant  to  this  section,  the  Secretary  of 
State  shall  promptly  inform  the  foreign  government  of  the  basis  for  such  action  and  shall,  to  the  maximum  extent 
practicable,  assist  the  foreign  government  in  taking  effective  measures  to  bring  the  responsible  members  of  the  security 
forces  to  justice.".

Palestinian  statehood

provided  to  support  a  Palestinian  state  unless  the  Secretary  of  Slate  determines  and  certifies  to  the  appropriate 
congressional  committees  that— 

(1)  the  governing  entity  of  a  new  Palestinian  state- 

(A)  has  demonstrated  a  firm  commitment  to  peaceful  co-existence  with  the  State  of  Israel; 

(B)  is  taking  appropriate  measures  to  counter  terrorism  and  terrorist  financing  in  the  West  Bauk  and  Gaza, 
including  the  dismantling  of  terrorist  infrastructures,  and  is  cooperating  with  appropriate  Israeli  and  other  appropriate 
security  organizations;  and 

(2)  the  Palestinian  Authority  (or  the  governing  entity  of  a  new  Palestinian  state)  is  working  with  other  countries 
in  the  region  to  vigorously  pursue  efforts  to  establish  a  just,  lasting,  and  comprehensive  peace  in  the  Middle  East  that 
will  enable  Israel  and  an  independent  Palestinian  slate  to  exist  within  the  context  of  full  and  normal  relationships,  which 
should  include- 

(A)  termination  of  all  claims  or  states  of  belligerency; 

(B)  respect  for  and  acknowledgement  of  the  sovereignty,  territorial  integrity,  and  political  independence  of 
every  state  in  the  area  through  measures  including  the  establishment  of  demilitarized  zones; 

(C)  their  right  to  live  in  peace  within  secure  and  rccogoizcd  boundaries  free  from  threats  or  acts  of  force; 

(D)  freedom  of  navigation  through  international  waterways  in  the  area;  and 

(E)  a  framework  for  achieving  a  just  settlement  of  the  refugee  problem. 

(b)  Sense  of  Congress.— It  is  the  sense  of  Congress  that  the  governing  entity  should  enact  a  constitution  assuring  the 
rule  of  law,  an  independent  judiciary,  and  respect  for  human  rights  for  its  citizens,  and  should  enact  other  laws  and 
regulations  assuring  transparent  and  accountable  governance. 

(c)  Waiver-— The  President  may  waive  subsection  (a)  if  he  determines  that  it  is  important  to  the  national  security 
interests  of  the  United  Stales  to  do  so. 

(d)  Exemption.-The  restriction  in  subsection  (a)  shall  not  apply  to  assistance  intended  to  help  reform  the

west  bank  and  gaza  assistance 
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Sec,  657, (a)  Oversight  For  fiscal  year  2008,  30  days  prior  to  the  initial  obligation  of  funds  for  the  bilateral  West 
Hank  and  Gaza  Program,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  certify  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  that  procedures  have 
been  established  to  assure  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States  will  have  access  to  appropriate  United  States 
financial  information  in  order  to  review  the  uses  of  United  States  assistance  for  the  Program  funded  under  the  heading

(B)  a  debt  buyback  by  an  eligible  country  of  its  own  qualified  debt,  only  if  (he  eligible  country  uses  an 
additional  amount  of  the  local  currency  of  the  eligible  country,  equal  to  not  less  than  40  percent  of  the  price  paid  for 
such  debt  by  such  eligible  country,  or  die  difference  between  the  price  paid  for  such  debt  and  the  face  value  of  such 
debt,  to  support  activities  that  link  conservation  and  sustainable  use  of  natural  resources  with  local  community 
development,  and  child  survival  and  other  child  development,  in  a  manner  consistent  with  sections  707  through  7 1 0  of 
the  Foreign  Assistance  Act  of  1 961 ,  ir the  sale,  reduction,  or  cancellation  would  not  contravene  any  term  or  condition  of 
any  prior  agreement  relating  to  such  loan.

(d)  Strategy.-  The  President  shall  develop  a  comprehensive  integrated  United  States  Government  strategy  to 
provide  assistance  in  developing  countries  for  basic  education  within  90  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 

(c)  Report  to  Congress.-  Not  lutcr  than  September  30, 2008,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  report  to  the  Committees 
on  Appropriations  on  the  implementation  of  United  States  Government  assistance  programs  in  developing  countries  for 
basic  education. 

(0  Funds  appropriated  by  title  II  of  Public  Law  109-102  and  provided  to  the  Comptroller  General  pursuant  to 
section  567  of  that  Act  shall  be  available  until  expended  and  arc  also  available  to  the  Comptroller  General  to  conduct 
further  evaluations  of  basic  education  programs  in  developing  countries  under  the  direction  of  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations.

(2)  The  Government  of  Sudan  and  nil  government-supported  militia  groups  are  honoring  their  commitments 
made  in  all  previous  cease-fire  agreement 

(3)  The  Government  of  Sudan  is  allowing  unimpeded  access  to  Darfur  to  humanitarian  aid  organizations,  the 
human  rights  investigation  and  humanitarian  teams  of  the  United  Nations,  including  protection  officers,  and  an 
international  monitoring  team  that  is  based  in  Darfur  and  Inis  (lie  support  of  the  United  Slates. 

(c)  Exceptions.--  The  provisions  of  subsection  (a)  shall  not  apply  to¬ 
ft)  humanitarian  assistance; 

(2)  assistance  for  the  Darfur  region.  Southern  Sudan,  Southern  Kordofim/Nuba  Mountains  State,  Blue  Nile 
State,  and  Abyct;  and 

(3)  assistance  to  support  implementation  of  the  Comprehensive  Peace  Agreement  and  the  Darfur  Peace 
Agreement  or  any  other  internationally-recognized  viable  peace  agreement  in  Sudan. 

(d)  Definitions,—  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  the  term  "Government  of  Sudan"  shall  not  include  the  Government 
of  Southern  Sudan.

Payment  to  the  Neighborhood  Reinvestment  Corporation 

For  payment  to  the  Neighborhood  Reinvestment  Corporation  for  use  in  neighborhood  reinvestment  activities,  as 
authorized  by  the  Neighborhood  Reinvestment  Corporation  Act  (  42  U.S.C.  8I0J-  8107),  $  1 19,800,000,  of  which  $ 
5,000,000  shall  be  for  a  multi-family  rental  housing  program. 

For  an  additional  amount,  S  180,000,000  shall  be  made  available  until  expended  to  the  Neighborhood  Reinvestment 
Corporation  for  mortgage  foreclosure  mitigation  activities,  under  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

(1)  The  Neighborhood  Reinvestment  Corporation  (‘TNRC"),  shall  make  grants  to  counseling  intermediaries 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD)  or  the  NRC  (with  match  to  be  determined  by 
the  NRC  based  on  affordability  and  the  economic  conditions  of  on  area;  a  match  also  may  be  waived  by  the  NRC  based 
on  the  aforementioned  conditions)  to  provide  mortgage  foreclosure  mitigation  assistance  primarily  to  States  and  areas 
with  high  rates  of  defaults  and  foreclosures  primarily  in  the  sub  prime  housing  market  to  help  eliminate  the  default  and 
foreclosure  of  mortgages  of  owner- occupied  single-family  homes  that  arc  at  risk  of  such  foreclosure.  Other  than  areas 
with  high  rates  of  defaults  and  foreclosures,  grants  may  also  be  provided  to  approved  counseling  intermediaries  based 
on  a  geographic  analysis  of  the  Nation  by  the  NRC  which  determines  where  there  is  a  prevalence  of  sub  prime 
mortgages  that  are  risky  and  likely  to  fail,  including  any  trends  for  mortgages  that  are  likely  to  default  and  face 
foreclosure.  A  Stale  Housing  Finance  Agency  may  also  be  eligible  where  the  State  Housing  Finance  Agency  meets  all 
the  requirements  under  this  paragraph.  A  HUD-  or  NRC-approved  counseling  intermediary  shall  meet  certain  mortgage 
foreclosure  mitigation  assistance  counseling  requirements,  as  determined  by  the  NRC,  and  shall  be  approved  by  HUD 
or  the  NRC  as  meeting  these  requirements. 

(2)  Mortgage  foreclosure  mitigation  assistance  shall  only  be  made  available  to  homeowners  of  owner-occupied 
homes  with  mortgages  in  default  or  in  danger  of  default.  These  mortgages  shall  likely  be  subject  to  a  foreclosure  action 
and  homeowners  will  be  provided  such  assistance  that  shall  consist  of  activities  that  arc  likely  to  prevent  foreclosures 
and  result  in  the  long-term  affordability  of  the  mortgage  retained  pursuant  to  such  activity  or  another  positive  outcome 
for  the  homeowner.  No  funds  made  available  under  this  paragraph  may  be  provided  directly  to  lenders  or  homeowners 
to  discharge  outstanding  mortgage  balances  or  for  any  other  direct  debt  reduction  payments, 

(3)  The  use  of  Mortgage  Foreclosure  Mitigation  Assistance  by  approved  counseling  intermediaries  and  Slate 
Housing  Finance  Agencies  shall  involve  a  reasonable  analysis  of  the  borrower's  financial  situation,  an  evaluation  of  the 
current  value  or  the  property  that  is  subject  to  the  mortgage,  counseling  regarding  the  assumption  of  the  mortgage  by 
another  non-Fcderal  party,  counseling  regarding  the  possible  purchase  of  the  mortgage  by  a  non-Fcderal  third  party, 
counseling  and  advice  of  all  likely  restructuring  and  refinancing  strategics  or  the  approval  of  a  work-out  strategy  by  all 
interested  parties. 

(4)  NRC  shall  award  5  50,000,000  in  mortgage  foreclosure  mitigation  granls  for  States  and  areas  with  die 
greatest  needs  within  60  days  of  enactment.

I'm  looking  into  this  and  seems  so,  but  not  100%  sure.  Sorry  for  the  long  email  here... 

I  think  the  provision  that  would  apply  would  come  from  the  Fy  2016  appropriation  (the  provisions  of 
which  would  still  apply  under  the  continuing  resolution  we're  operating  under,  as  I  understand  it),  P.L. 
114-113,  §  710.  {But  that's  identical  to  the  one  in  P.L.  11-161,  §  713). 

During  the  period  in  which  the  head  of  any  department  or 
agency,  or  any  other  officer  or  civilian  employee  of  the  Federal 
Government  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  hoids 
office,  no  funds  may  be  obligated  or  expended  in  excess  of  $6,000  to 
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furnish  or  redecorate  the  office  of  such  department  head,  agency  head, 
officer,  or  employee,  or  to  purchase  furniture  or  make  improvements  for 
any  such  office,  unless  advance  notice  of  such  furnishing  or 
redecoration  is  transmitted  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
section,  the  term  "office”  shall  include  the  entire  suite  of  offices 
assigned  to  the  individual,  as  well  as  any  other  space  used  primarily  by 
the  individual  or  the  use  of  which  is  directly  controlled  by  the 
individual. 

I  was  hoping  to  confirm  that  the  underlined  part  wouldn't  apply  to  someone  in  an  acting  capacity  in  a 
position  that  requires  a  presidential  appointment.  (The  Administrator  and  Deputy  Administrator  are  the 
two  of  five  FEMA  positions  requiring  presidential  appointment,  according  to  the  "Plum  Book/'  page  78- 
79")  It  seems  to  me  somewhat  of  an  end-around  to  allow  someone  to  go  over  the  $5,000  limit  when 
serving  as  the  "head  of  any  department  or  agency,"  even  temporarily.  Also,  under  5  U.S.C.  §  3345,  the 
president  may  "direct"  someone  to  serve  in  an  acting  role,  which  might  be  construed  as  "appointed"  in 
section  710.  However,  I  haven't  seen  anything  to  that  effect  - 1  assume  Benton's  acting  appointment 
was  done  through  agency  procedures. 

A  couple  of  questions  if  you're  able  to  answer  them: 

-  Do  you  know  why  they  want  to  get  the  furniture  before  the  next  administrator  is  named?  Is  the 
furniture  ultimately  going  to  be  for  the  new  administrator?  If  so,  to  me  that  would  be  a  strong  indication 
that  the  $5,000  limit  would  apply.  Agencies  have  Interim  heads  all  the  time,  and  it  would  seem  that 
taking  advantage  of  an  interim  period  to  buy  furniture  for  the  incoming  head  above  the  $5,000  limit 
would  at  least  violate  the  spirit  of  the  law. 

-  Do  you  know  where  the  FEMA  policy  on  amounts  for  SE5  furniture  is  or  do  you  have  it?  Is  the  limit 
there  in  the  same  ballpark  as  the  $5,000  limit?

As  background,  you  advised 
that  there  is  currently  only  a  metallic  folding  desk  in  the  office.  The  initial  concern  1  had  to  this 
issue  is  whether  the  statutory  cap  on  office  furniture  and  decorating  applied  to  Acting  FI,  In  my 
opinion,  Pub.  L.  110-161  (121  Stat  2022),  is  inapplicable.  Section  713  provides: 

During  the  period  in  which  the  head  of  any  department  or  agency,  or  any  other 
officer  or  civilian  employee  of  the  Federal  Government  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  holds  office,  no  funds  may  be  obligated  or 
expended  in  excess  of  $  5,000  to  furnish  or  redecorate  the  office  of  such 
department  head,  agency  head,  officer,  or  employee,  or  to  purchase  furniture 
or  make  Improvements  for  any  such  office,  unless  advance  notice  of  such 
furnishing  or  redecoration  is  expressly  approved  by  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the  term  "office"  shall  include 
the  entire  suite  of  offfees  assigned  to  the  individual,  as  well  as  any  other  space 
used  primarily  by  the  individual  or  the  use  of  which  is  directly  controlled  by  the 
individual. 

The  applicable  phrase  in  the  above  is  "appointed  by  the  President."  Fenton  Is  not  appointed  by 
the  President;  rather  he  Is  only  in  an  Acting  status.  This  phrase  then  modifies  the  remainder  of 
the  Section  with  the  limitation  on  spending.  As  Fenton  is  not  "appointed  by  the  President,"  the 
Section  and  limitation  therein  are  not  applicable.  Accordingly,  the  only  limitation  on  furniture 
purchase  ought  to  be  the  limitation  imposed  by  the  Agency  on  SES  furniture  purchase  and 
previously  approved.

I  was  hoping  to  confirm  that  the  underlined  part  wouldn't  apply  to  someone  in  an  acting  capacity  in  a 
position  that  requires  a  presidential  appointment.  (The  Administrator  and  Deputy  Administrator  are  the 
two  of  five  FEMA  positions  requiring  presidential  appointment,  according  to  the  "Plum  Book,"  page  78- 
79")  It  seems  to  me  somewhat  of  an  end-around  to  allow  someone  to  go  over  the  $5,000  limit  when 
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serving  as  the  "head  of  any  department  or  agency,"  even  temporarily.  Also,  under  5  U.S.C.  §  3345,  the 
president  may  "direct"  someone  to  serve  in  an  acting  role,  which  might  be  construed  as  "appointed"  in 
section  710.  However,  1  haven't  seen  anything  to  that  effect  -  I  assume  Benton's  acting  appointment 
was  done  through  agency  procedures.

is  expressly  approved  by  the  Committees  on  Appropriations.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the 
term  "office'1  shall  include  (he  entire  suite  of  offices  assigned  to  the  individual,  as  well  as  any 
other  space  used  primarily  by  the  individual  or  the  use  of  which  is  directly  controlled  by  the 
individual.”

Background.  I  like  the  “catch”  based  on  punctuation!  GAO  decision  B-327432  pertains 
(2016)(Fcd,  Maritime  Comm’n.  violated  ADA  by  expending  over  $5000  without  advance 
notification  to  Congress).  In  B-245097,  however,  GAO  noted  that  areas  used  by  the  political 
appointee  and  his  staff,  but  not  contiguous  with  it  (a  kitchen  &  conference  room),  were  not  pari 
of  “office”  for  the  purpose  of  this  restriction.  Remodeling  costs  for  those  therefore  were  not 
included  in  the  dojlar-limit.  The  term  office  is  to  be  construed  widely  &  broadly,  but  not  to  an 
unrealistic  degree.  Further,  some  aspects  of  building  work  may  be  correctly  attributed  to  work 
other  than  remodeling  and  redecorating.  I  have  in  mind  that  some  capital  project  for  the  entire 
wing,  floor,  or  building  (pest  control)  might  not  have  to  be  included  in  the  $5,000  total. 


Just  to  have  it  at  hand:  Pub.  L.  110-161  (121  Slat  2022).  Section  713  provides: 

“During  the  period  in  which  the  head  of  any  department  or  agency,  or  any  other  officer  or 
civilian  employee  of  the  Federal  Government  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
holds  office,  no  funds  may  be  obligated  or  expended  in  excess  of  S  5,000  to  furnish  or  redecorate 
the  office  of  such  department  head,  agency  head,  officer,  or  employee,  or  to  purchase  furniture  or 
make  improvements  for  any  such  office,  unless  advance  notice  of  such  furnishing  or  redccoration 
is  expressly  approved  by  the  Committees  on  Appropriations,  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the 
term  "office"  shall  include  the  entire  suite  of  offices  assigned  to  the  individual,  as  well  as  any 
other  space  used  primarily  by  the  individual  or  the  use  of  which  is  directly  controlled  by  the 
individual.”

Pub.  L.  110-161  (121  Stat  2022).  Section  713  provides: 

During  the  period  in  which  the  head  of  any  department  or  agency,  or  any  other  officer 
or  civilian  employee  of  the  Federal  Government  appointed  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  holds  office,  no  funds  may  be  obligated  or  expended  in  excess  of  $  5,000 
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to  furnish  or  redecorate  the  office  of  such  department  head,  agency  head,  officer,  or 
employee,  or  to  purchase  furniture  or  make  improvements  for  any  such  office,  unless 
advance  notice  of  such  furnishing  or  redecoration  is  expressly  approved  by  the 
Committees  on  Appropriations.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the  term  "office"  shall 
include  the  entire  suite  of  offices  assigned  to  the  individual,  as  well  as  any  other  space 
used  primarily  by  the  individual  or  the  use  of  which  is  directly  controlled  by  the 
individual. 

I  have  been  told  in  the  past  if  it  isn't  repair  or  maintenance  the  $5,000  limitation  applies.  What  is  your 
reading  on  this?

In  that 
ease,  while  it  disputed  some  of  the  costs  as  not  being  allocable  to  the  appointee’s  remodeling 
costs,  the  agency  (!)  exceeded  the  $5,000  limit  without  prior  notification  to  Congress,  and  so  (2) 
violated  the  ADA  which  made  such  expenditures  unavailable. 

Erring  on  the  side  of  caution,  I  would  read  the  provision  to  mean  the  limit  doesn’t  extend 
to  maintenance  &  upkeep  (e.g.,  if  the  painting  cycle  is  every  3  years,  and  that  offiee-in-question 
comes  due,  that  would  not  count  to  the  $5,000),  but  we’d  want  to  ensure  offices  used  by  other 
appointees,  if  remodeled,  are  costed  separately  so  the  $5000  isn’t  inadvertently  exceeded.

The  same  provision 
appears,  and  is  therefore  binding  now,  in  the  FY  2017  Consolidated  Appropriations  Act.  In  that 
ease,  while  it  disputed  some  of  the  costs  as  not  being  allocable  to  the  appointee’s  remodeling 
costs,  the  agency  (1)  exceeded  the  $5,000  limit  without  prior  notification  to  Congress,  and  so  (2) 
violated  the  ADA  which  made  such  expenditures  unavailable. 

Hi  ring  on  the  side  of  caution,  I  would  read  the  provision  to  mean  the  limit  doesn’t  extend 
to  maintenance  &  upkeep  (e.g.,  if  the  painting  cycle  is  every  3  years,  and  that  office-in-question 
comes  due,  that  would  not  count  to  the  $5,000),  but  we’d  want  to  ensure  offices  used  by  other 
appointees,  if  remodeled,  are  costed  separately  so  the  $5000  isn’t  inadvertently  exceeded.

3.  Personnel  sitting  in  the  seats  in  the  reception  area  and  seeing  directly  into  the  FI  office. 

4.  FI  senior  advisors  sit  outside  F2  area  and  not  FI  area. 

The  options  are  just  moving  personnel  around  and  reconfiguring  conference  rooms/quiet  rooms  into 
offices  and  offices  into  conference  rooms, 

it  could  also  indude  removing  offices  and  rebuilding  them  in  the  FI  suite. 

Finally  it  could  be  moving  the  exterior  walls  to  the  suite  to  completely  change  the  configuration  and  do  a 
complete  redesign  and  buildout  of  the  suite, 

These  options  range  from  thousands  to  hundreds  of  thousands.  Exact  cost  is  TBD,  but  we  want  to 
ensure  we  know  if  we  are  limited  by  the  statute  to  $5K,  15K  since  there  are  three  political  appointees  in 
the  suite  or  if  the  statute  does  not  apply  toward  a  renovation.

During  the  period  in  which  the  head  of  any  department  or  agency,  or  any  other  officer 
or  civilian  employee  of  the  Federal  Government  appointed  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  holds  office,  no  funds  may  be  obligated  or  expended  in  excess  of  $  5,000 
to  furnish  or  redecorate  the  office  of  such  department  head,  agency  head,  officer,  or 
employee,  or  to  purchase  furniture  or  make  improvements  for  any  such  office,  unless 
advance  notice  of  such  furnishing  or  redecoration  is  expressly  approved  by  the 
Committees  on  Appropriations.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the  term  "office"  shall 
include  the  entire  suite  of  offices  assigned  to  the  individual,  as  well  as  any  other  space 
used  primarily  by  the  individual  or  the  use  of  which  is  directly  controlled  by  the 
individual. 

I  have  been  told  in  the  past  If  it  isn't  repair  or  maintenance  the  $5,000  limitation  applies.  What  Is  your 
reading  on  this?

During  the  period  in  which  the  head  of  any  department  or  agency,  or  any  other 
officer  or  civilian  employee  of  the  Federal  Government  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  holds  office,  no  funds  may  be  obligated  or 
expended  in  excess  of  $  5,000  to  furnish  or  redecorate  the  office  of  such  ) 
department  head,  agency  head,  officer,  or  employee,  or  to  purchase  furniture  or 
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make  improvements  for  any  such  office,  unless  advance  notice  of  such  furnishing 
or  redecoration  is  expressly  approved  by  the  Committees  on  Appropriations.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  section,  the  term  "office"  shall  include  the  entire  suite  of 
offices  assigned  to  the  individual,  as  well  as  any  other  space  used  primarily  by  the 
individual  or  the  use  of  which  is  directly  controlled  by  the  individual.

The  Deputy  Chief  Counsel  is  addressing  this  matter  with  the  Administrator's  Office  and  advising  them 
that  obligations  and  expenses  for  furnishing,  redecorating,  and  making  improvements  to  the 
Administrator's  office  space  are  limited  to  $5,000  unless  FEMA  provides  advance  notice  to  the  House 
and  Senate  appropriations  committees.  The  following  is  the  most  recent  version  of  the  applicable 
statutory  requirement: 

During  the  period  in  which  the  head  of  any  department  or  agency,  or  any  other  officer  or  civilian 
employee  of  the  Federal  Government  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  holds 
office,  no  funds  may  be  obligated  or  expended  in  excess  of  $5,000  to  furnish  or  redecorate  the 
office  of  such  department  head,  agency  head,  officer,  or  employee,  or  to  purchase  furniture  or 
make  improvements  for  any  such  office,  unless  advance  notice  of  such  furnishing  or 
redecoration  is  transmitted  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  the  Senate.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the  term  "office"  shall  include 
the  entire  suite  of  offices  assigned  to  the  individual,  as  well  as  any  other  space  used  primarily  by 
the  individual  or  the  use  of  which  is  directly  controlled  by  the  individual.

OCC  is  reviewing  the  Statute  and  findings  by  GAO  and  other  investigative  arms  on  when 
the  statute  was  violated,  They  have  found  that  other  investigative  arms  have  determined 
that  renovations  exceeding  $5,000  violated  the  statute  and  the  Congressional  Committees 
on  Appropriations  should  have  been  notified  and  approved  of  the  work  in  advance. 
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Await  OCC  ailing  to  determine  what  can  be  done  without  Congressional  approval  and  if  the 
proposed  action  exceeds  Congressional  authorization,  discuss  with  the  Administrator  to 
determine  his  interest  in  gaining  congressional  Committees  on  Appropriations  approval  to 
proceed  with  the  selected  option.

April  9, 2018 

Purpose:  To  provide  the  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff  with  a  status  update  on  the  redesign  and  optimization  of 
the  FEMA  Administrator’s  suite  following  his  request  at  the  meeting  held  on  March  12,  2018. 

Background:  The  FEMA  Administrator’s  suite  was  designed  and  built  in  2013.  The  cost  to  build  out 
the  8lh  floor  north  space  was  $1 .6M.  Zohra  Amin,  Executive  Officer,  Office  of  the  Administrator, 
suhmitted  the  current  redesign  request  to  optimize  the  FEMA  Administrator’s  suite. 

Issues:  The  FEMA  Administrator’s  Suite  is  not  aligned  to  the  current  flow  of  work  activities,  impacting 
productivity  and  management  of  staff. 

•  Location  of  visitor  reception  area  creates  potential  security,  privacy  and  work  disruption.  Visitors 
waiting  in  the  reception  area  arc  immediately  outside  of  and  have  direct  line  of  site  into  the 
Administrator’s  office. 

•  Configuration  impacts  ability  to  manage  access  and  daily  work  flow.  The  Chief  of  Staff  does  not 
have  direct  line  of  sight  into  the  Administrator’s  immediate  office  to  manage  scheduled  and 
unscheduled  visitors  and  content  flow, 

•  Improve  physical  alignment  of  staff  to  management.  The  Administrator's  immediate  staff  sit  outside 
the  Deputy  Administrator’s  space  as  opposed  to  the  Administrator’s  space. 

Space  Redesign  mid  Cost  Estimate:  The  Rough  Order  of  Magnitude’  for  the  redesign  concept  drawing 
(included  below)  of  the  Suite  is  $700,000  ($25,000  design  and  $675,000  construction),  which  includes 
the  following  estimates: 

•  Relocate  the  Administrator  and  Deputy  Administrator’s  offices  to  the  bullpen  area  on  the  eastern¬ 
most  side  of  the  suite. 

•  Relocate  the  Administrator’s  conference  room  to  the  area  used  as  the  Administrator’s  office. 

•  Relocate  the  Administrator  and  Deputy  Administrator’s  staff  hulipen  to  the  area  used  as  the  Deputy 
Administrator’s  immediate  office. 

•  Relocate  the  Administrator’s  immediate  restroom  and  shower  along  with  his  immediate  office. 

Statutory,  Regulatory,  and  Policy  Analysis:  Pub.  L.  110-161  (121  Slat  2022).  Section  713  provides: 
“During  the  period  in  which  the  head  of  any  department  or  agency,  or  any  other  officer  or  civilian 
employee  of  the  Federal  Government  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  holds  office,  no 
funds  may  be  obligated  or  expended  in  excess  of  $5,000  to  furnish  or  redecorate  the  office  of  such 
department  head,  agency  head,  officer,  or  employee,  or  to  purchase  furniture  or  make  improvements  for 
any  such  office,  unless  advance  notice  of  such  furnishing  or  redecomtion  is  expressly  approved  by  the 
Committees  on  Appropriations  of  the  U.S.  Senate  and  U.S.  House  of  Representatives.  For  the  purposes 

‘A  Rough  Order  of  Magnitude  (ROM)  is  an  initial  estimate  developed  using  a  combination  of  historical  costs  and  the  current 
market.  The  General  .Services  Administration  advises  that  actual  costs  can  be  as  much  as  30%  higher  than  ttic  ROM.  Ollier 
factors  such  as  change  orders,  unforeseen  issues  including,  but  not  limited  to,  environmental,  safely,  or  health  issues  can 
increase  costs.  An  Independent  Government  Cost  Estimate  will  be  developed  once  the  design  is  completed,  which  validates 
or  adjusts  the  cost  estimated  in  the  ROM.

The  FEMA  Office  of  Chief  Counsel  (OCC)  has  reviewed  the  statute  and  findings  by  the  General 
Accountability  Office  on  its  application  and  determined  renovations  exceeding  $5,000  without  prior 
notification  to  and  approval  from  Congress  violates  the  statute.  The  current  draft  plan  to  redesign  (he 
FEMA  Administrator’s  Suite  exceeds  $5,000  in  costs.  Accordingly,  prior  to  beginning  any  work  on  the 
proposed  project,  FEMA,  must  seek  approval  from  DHS  and  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget 
(OMB),  with  notification  to  Congress  for  the  overall  project,  (POC:  James  Rcistrup).  In  addition,  OCC 
has  provided  Statutory  Notification  FAQs  (included  below).  (POC:  Josh  Stanton) 

Timeline: 

1.  Notification:  Coordinated  by  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Financial  Officer  (OCFO),  External 
Coordination  (ExCo)  Division  (POC:  Katrina  Brown) 

a.  OCFO/ExCo  will  prepare  a  Congressional  Notification  Brief  and  Approval  Package  with  the 
Deputy  Chief  of  Staff,  including  a  budget  breakdown,  and  submit  it  to  the  DHS  Chief  Readiness 
Support  Officer  for  review  and  concurrence. 

b.  Tiie  DHS  CRSO  then  submits  the  package  to  the  DHS  Chief  Financial  Officer,  Financial 
Assistance  Policy  and  Oversight  and  FEMA’s  assigned  OMB  Examiners  for  review  and 
concurrence. 

c.  Once  OMB  and  DHS  CFO  provide  clearance,  the  package  is  submitted  to  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  for  the  U.S.  Senate  and  Ijousc  of  Representatives  for  notification  with  a  courtesy 
copy  to  ExCo  for  situational  awareness.  This  process  typically  takes  several  days  or  up  to  a  week 
for  final  clearance.

Statutory  Notification  Requirement  for  Improvements  to  Offices  of  Presidential  Appointees 


Q.  What's  this  about  a  $5,000  cap  on  office  renovations  for  presidential  appointees? 

A.  For  years,  Congress  has  put  limits  to  that  effect  In  its  appropriations  acts,  Here's  the  current  version:

Q.  So  this  Is  )ust  a  $5,000-a-year  limit? 

A.  No,  it  lasts  for  ihe  entire  “period  in  which  the  [presidential  appointee]  holds  office.” 

Q.  That’s  crazyl  What  can  you  do  with  $5,000? 

A.  Not  much,  but  remember,  it’s  not  a  flat-out  cap.  It’s  Just  a  requirement  to  give  advance  notice  to  the  House 
and  Senate  Appropriations  Committees. 

Q.  Oh,  so  I  can  just  emaii  some  Appropriations  Committee  staffer?  It’s  that  easy? 

A.  I  wish.  The  process  is  still  being  worked  between  OCFO,  EA,  and  OCAO,  but  we'll  probably  end  up  with  a 
more  formal  and  complex  notification  process  that  goes  through  DHS, 

Q.  What  counts  as  the  appointee’s  “office?’' 

A.  The  iaw  defines  it  broadly:  ” For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the  term  ‘of lice'  shall  include  the  entire  suite  of 
offices  assigned  to  tho  individual,  as  well  as  any  other  space  used  primarily  by  the  individual  or  the  use  of  which 
is  directly  controlled  by  the  individual." 

it  would  probably  include  a  suite  of  offices  shared  by  the  appointee  and  other  employees,  but  would  not  include, 
say,  a  conference  room  that’s  really  a  common  area  shared  by  multiple  employees. 

Q.  But  I’m  not  refurnishing  or  redecorating,  I’m  just  knocking  through  a  wall  /  adding  a  doorway. 

A,  The  restriction  also  includes  ”tnak|ing]  improvements." 

Q.  I’m  just  making  repairs.  Does  that  count? 

A.  if  you’re  just  fixing  things  so  that  they’re  exactly  as  they  were  before  they  broke,  you're  probably  fine.  But  if 
you’re  going  to  fix  them  better  than  before,  the  safer  approach  is  to  notify  the  Appropriations  Committees. 

Q.  What  if  l  do  It  anyway? 

A,  This  raises  several  possibilities— bad  ones  and  worse  ones.  Ben  Carson  can  tell  you  about  the  bad  ones,  and 
if  you  don't  know  about  those,  ask  for  a  copy  of  my  CNN  and  Washington  Post  articles.  Because  exceeding  Ihe 
$5,000  cap  without  notifying  the  appropriations  committees  is  a  violation  of  the  Anti- Deficiency  Act,  this  raises 
much  worse  possibilities,  including  a  requirement  to  notify  the  President  and  Congress,  disciplinary  action  up  to 
and  including  termination,  and  criminal  penalties  that  include  up  to  two  years  in  prison  and  a  $5,000  line.

A.  This  is  what  the  elected  representatives  of  the  people  have  decided,  and  we  have  to  live  within  tho  rules  they 
set.

April  9, 2018 

Purpose:  To  provide  the  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff  with  a  status  update  on  the  redesign  and  optimization  of 
the  FEMA  Administrator’s  suite  following  his  request  at  the  meeting  held  on  March  12,  2018. 

Background:  The  FEMA  Administrator’s  suite  was  designed  and  built  in  2013.  The  cost  to  build  out 
the  8°'  floor  north  space  was  $1 .6M.  Zohra  Amin,  Executive  Officer,  Office  of  the  Administrator, 
submitted  the  current  redesign  request  to  optimize  the  FEMA  Administrator’s  suite. 

Issues:  The  FEMA  Administrator’s  Suite  is  not  aligned  to  the  current  flow  of  work  activities,  impacting 
productivity  and  management  of  staff. 

•  Location  of  visitor  reception  area  creates  potential  security,  privacy  and  work  disruption.  Visitors 
waiting  in  the  reception  area  are  immediately  outside  of  and  have  direct  line  of  site  into  the 
Administrator’s  office. 

•  Configuration  impacts  ahilily  to  manage  access  and  daily  work  flow.  The  Chief  of  Staff  does  not 
have  direct  line  of  sight  into  the  Administrator’s  immediate  office  to  manage  scheduled  and 
unscheduled  visitors  and  content  flow. 

•  Improve  physical  alignment  of  staff  to  management.  The  Administrator's  immediate  staff  sit  outside 
the  Deputy  Administrator’s  space  ns  opposed  to  the  Administrator’s  space. 

Space  Redesign  and  Cost  Estimate:  The  Rough  Older  of  Magnitude1  for  the  redesign  concept  drawing 
(included  below)  of  the  Suite  is  $700,000  ($25,000  design  and  $675,000  construction),  which  includes 
the  following  estimates: 

•  Relocate  the  Administrator  and  Deputy  Administrator’s  offices  to  the  bullpen  area  on  the  eastern¬ 
most  side  of  the  suite. 

•  Relocate  the  Administrator’s  conference  room  to  the  area  used  as  the  Administrator’s  office. 

•  Relocate  the  Administrator  and  Deputy  Administrator’s  staff  bullpen  to  the  area  used  as  the  Deputy 
Administrator’s  immediate  office. 

•  Relocate  the  Administrator’s  immediate  restroom  and  shower  along  with  his  immediate  office.

(OMB),  with  notification  to  Congress  for  the  overall  project.  (POC:  James  Reistrup).  In  addition,  OCC 
has  provided  Statutory  Notification  FAQs  (included  helow).  (POC:  Josh  Stanton) 

Timeline; 

1.  Notification:  Coordinated  by  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Financial  Officer  (OCFO),  External 
Coordination  (ExCo)  Division  (POC:  Katrina  Brown) 

a.  OCFO/ExCo  will  prepare  a  Congressional  Notification  Brief  and  Approval  Package  with  the 
Deputy  Chief  of  Staff,  including  a  hudget  breakdown,  and  submit  it  to  the  DHS  Chief  Readiness 
Support  Officer  for  review  and  concurrence.

SEC.  710.  During  tho  period  in  which  the  head  of  any  department  or  agency,  or  any  other  officer  or 
civilian  employee  of  the  Federal  Government  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  holds 
office,  no  funds  may  be  obligated  or  expended  in  excess  of  $5,000  to  furnish  or  redecorate  the  office  of 
such  department  head,  agency  head,  officer,  or  employee,  or  to  purchase  furniture  or  make 
improvements  for  any  such  office,  unless  advance  notice  of  such  furnishing  or  redecoration  is 
transmitted  to  the  Committoes  on  Appropriations  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate. 

Q.  So  this  is  just  a  $5,000-a-year  limit? 

A,  No,  it  lasts  for  the  entire  "period  in  which  the  [presidential  appointee]  holds  office.” 

Q.  That’s  crazyl  What  can  you  do  with  $5,000? 

A.  Not  much,  but  remember,  it's  not  a  flat-out  cap,  It's  just  a  requirement  to  give  advance  notice  to  the  House 
and  Senate  Appropriations  Committees.  • 

Q.  Oh,  so  I  can  just  email  some  Appropriations  Committee  staffer?  It’s  that  easy? 

A.  1  wish.  The  process  is  still  being  worked  between  OCFO,  EA,  and  OCAO,  but  we’ll  probably  end  up  with  a 
more  formal  and  complex  notification  process  that  goes  through  DHS. 

Q.  What  counts  as  the  appointee’s  “office?” 

A.  The  law  defines  it  broadly:  "For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the  term  'office'  shall  include  the  entire  suite  of 
offices  assigned  to  the  individual,  as  well  as  any  other  space  used  primarily  by  the  individual  or  the  use  of  which 
is  directly  controlled  by  the  individual 

It  would  probably  include  a  suite  of  offices  shared  by  the  appointee  and  other  employees,  but  would  not  include, 
say,  a  conference  room  that’s  really  a  common  area  shared  by  multiple  employees. 

Q.  But  I’m  not  refurnishing  or  redecorating.  I’m  just  knocking  through  a  wall  I  adding  a  doorway. 

A.  The  restriction  also  includes  “makjingj  improvements." 

Q.  I’m  just  making  repairs.  Does  that  count? 

A.  If  you're  just  fixing  things  so  that  they’re  exactly  as  they  were  before  they  broke,  you're  probably  fine.  But  if 
you're  going  to  fix  them  better  than  before,  the  safer  approach  is  to  notify  the  Appropriations  Committees. 

Q.  What  if  I  do  it  anyway? 

A.  This  raises  several  possibilities— bad  ones  and  worse  ones.  Ben  Carson  can  tell  you  about  the  bad  ones,  and 
if  you  don’t  know  about  those,  ask  for  a  copy  of  my  CNN  and  Washington  Post  articles.  Because  exceeding  the 
$5,000  cap  without  notifying  the  appropriations  committees  is  a  violation  of  tho  Anti-Deficiency  Act,  this  raises 
much  worse  possibilities,  including  a  requirement  to  notify  the  President  and  Congress,  disciplinary  action  up  to 
and  including  termination,  and  criminal  penalties  that  include  up  to  two  years  in  prison  and  a  $5,000  fine. 

Q.  This  Is  bureaucracy  run  amok! 

A.  This  is  what  the  elected  representatives  of  the  people  have  decided,  and  we  have  to  live  within  the  rules  they 
set.  We  don't  make  the  rules;  we  help  navigate  you  through  them  and  keep  your  name  out  of  the  newspapers.

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FI  Suite  Renovation  -  Status  Update

Purpose:  OCAO  lias  been  requested  to  redesign  the  FI  suite. 

Background:  The  current  FI  suite  was  designed  and  built  in  2013.  The  cost  to  build  out  the  8(h  floor 
north  space  was  $1.6M,  including  the  FI  suite. 

Issues:  The  following  issues  with  the  current  suite  configuration  have  been  reported  by  the  Office  of  the 
Administrator: 

•  F 1  Senior  Advisors  sit  outside  the  F2  space,  not  the  F 1  space. 

•  Visitors  waiting  in  the  reception  area  for  the  FI  suite  can  see  directly  into  the  F  l  office. 

•  COS  does  not  have  direct  line  of  sight  to  see  who  lias  entered  the  FI  or  F2  offices. 

Project  Request:  Estimated  Rough  Order  of  Magnitude  S700K  -  $25  K.  design  and  $675K  construction* 

•  Relocate  F 1  &  F2  offices  to  the  current  bullpen  area  (F 1  suite  concept  drawing  attached;  approved 
by  DCOS) 

•  Relocate  F 1  conference  room  area  to  current  FI  office  space. 

•  Relocate  F 1  &  F2  bullpen  area  to  F2  office  space. 

•  Relocate  F 1  bathroom. 

Limiting  Factors:  Pub.  L.  110-161  (121  Stnt  2022).  Section  713  provides:  “During  the  period  in  which 
the  head  of  any  department  or  agency,  or  any  other  officer  or  civilian  employee  of  the  Federal 
Government  appointed  by  the  President  of  tile  United  States,  holds  office,  no  funds  may  be  obligated  or 
expended  in  excess  of  $5,000  to  furnish  or  redecorate  the  office  of  such  department  head,  agency  head, 
officer,  or  employee,  or  to  purchase  furniture  or  make  improvements  for  any  such  office,  unless  advance 
notice  of  such  furnishing  or  redecoration  is  expressly  approved  by  the  Committees  on  Appropriations. 
For  (he  purposes  of  this  section,  the  term  "office"  shall  include  the  entire  suite  of  offices  assigned  to  the 
individual,  as  well  as  any  other  space  used  primarily  by  the  individual  or  the  use  of  which  is  directly 
controlled  by  the  individual.” 

OCC  has  reviewed  the  statute  and  findings  by  GAO  on  its  application.  Renovations  exceeding  $5,000 
without  prior  notification  to  and  approval  from  Congress  violate  the  statute.  The  current  draft  plan 
exceeds  $5,000  in  costs.  Accordingly,  prior  to  beginning  any  work  on  the  proposed  project,  FEMA,  in 
conjunction  with  DHS,  must  notify  Congress  and  seek  approval  of  the  overall  project. 

Timeline: 

I.  Notification:  Coordinated  by  OCFO,  Office  of  External  Coordination  (POC:  Katrina  Brown) 

•  FEMA/ExCo  collects  a  Congressional  Notification  Brief  from  the  Program,  including  a  budget 
breakdown,  and  submits  to  DHS  for  review  and  concurrence.  DHS  then  submits  to  DHS  Financial 
Assistance  Policy  and  Oversight  and  OMB  for  their  revicw/clearancc.  Upon  clearance  from  OMB 
and  DHS  CFO,  DHS  transmits  the  notification  of  the  award  date  or  disapproval  to  the 
Appropriations  Committees  and  FEMA/ExCo.  This  process  typically  take  several  days  or  up  to  a 
week  for  final  clearance.

Total  time  required  following  Congressional  approval:  192  days
